Another recognition of the superiority of the ration is- 
sued to the United States Navy comes from Sir Charles 
Dilke, M.P., one of the staunchest supporters of the Brit- 
ish navy and a keen student of naval science. Noting 
with approval the promised improvement in the quality 
of the British navy ration, Sir Charles says: “Even 
when that comes, however, the American, German and 
l'rench sailor will still be ahead of ours as regards little 
luxuries that go to make life pleasant. The French tar 
will be better off in regard to the baking of soft bread, 
but in no other respect. The American and German 
sailor will be on a very much better level all around. 
In both these navies more trouble is taken to obtain 
fresh meat and vegetables, besides which they bake soft 
bread as well as the French. I think you may take it 
for granted that, both in regard to variety of food and 
the supply of fresh meat and vegetables, the American 
and German navies are ahead of, qurs.” ‘The fact is, al- 
though it is less generally recognized here at Hbme than 
it is abroad, that the subsistence supplied to American 
soldiers and sailors is superior in quality, quantity and 
variety to that issued by any other nation in the world. 
The ration includes fresh meat of different kinds to- 
gether with poultry on holidays, fresh vegetables, butter 
of the best grade obtainable and the better varieties of 
canned good, besides nuts, fruits, tea, cutfee and milk. 
It is related that a European oflicer, who was in Manila 
when a consignment of many tons of candy arrived for 
the United States troops in the Philippines thought the 
American officers were joking when they explained the 
urpose for which the confectionery was intended. When 
e was finally convinced he remarked with a sigh: “‘Won- 
derful! You Americans are rich, and can afford it. We 
Nuropeans are poor, and cannot.” Besides the liberal 
ration supplied to the Navy, our sailors are able to obtain 
ut a moderate price a great variety of luxuries kept on 
board of our naval vessels. The sales from the canteen 
or some of our naval vessels counts up among the tens 
of thousands of dollars in a year.

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Capt. Charles H. Stockton, U.S.N., lately command- 
ing the U.S.S. Kentucky on the Asiatic Station and 
now detailed as Naval Attaché to the United States Em- 
assy in London, who arrived at San Francisco on April 
13 from the Orient, regards the situation in China, 
which he has studied closely, as much less disquieting 
han it has been pictured in newspaper reports. He does 
‘ot anticipate a serious recurrence of the Boxer troubles 
of 1900, but believes that the next grave difficulty will 
evelop in South China. In a current interview Captain 
Stockton is quoted as follows: “When the trouble 
comes, it will, I believe, take the form of a demonstra- 
tion against the Manchu dynasty. Admiral Evans has 
sent three of the light-draught boats captured from the 
Spanish to Canton, and tie Navy is doing its best to be 
prepared for any duty it may be called upon to perform. 
Our ships, however, are under-officered, and under- 
manned, and, from midshipman to admiral, officers are 
now called upon to assume duties and responsibilities 
that properly belong to the grade they have not officially 
reached.” This utterance is timely, not only as another 
reminder of the distressing shortage of commissioned 
officers in the active service of the Navy, but as showing 
the alertness with which Admiral Evans is safeguard- 
ing American interests in China against possible emer- 


gencies.

Apropos to Captain Stockton’s hint as to the growing 
opposition to the Manchu dynasty, an interesting report 
has reached Washington telling how the prompt action 
of an officer of the United States Navy recently averted 
a massacre of foreign residents in the city of Canton. 
While the U.S.S. Monterey was lying at Canton a few 
weeks ago, her commanding officer, Comdr. Franklin J. 


Drake, U.S.N., learned that a large force of armed rebels 
had secretly entered the city several days before and 
that while their chief object was to kill the officials of 
the Manchu dynasty, they would also massacre the for- 
eign residents of the city. Commander Drake promptly 
notified the Chinese officials and all foreign consuls of 
the threatened danger and then proposed a program of 
defense to the English, French and German warships 
lying in the harbor, which those officials eagerly adopted. 
The rebel attack was to have been made on a public 
holiday, but instead of going to their temples on that day 
as is their custom, the Viceroy and other church officials 
remained in their homes securely guarded by nearly 
5,000 troops from the foreign ships. The rebels, dumb- 
founded at the detection of their plot, attempted to leave 
the city but many were arrested and their stores were 
seized. It is generally conceded in Canton that but for Com- 
mander Drake’s discovery, followed by his energetic ac- 
tion, the city would have been the scene of a dreadful 
massacre, 





Rear Admiral George W. Melville, Chief of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, referring to the specula- 
tion as to when the limit as to size in battleships will be 
reached, ventures the prediction that it will not be until 
the demand of the engineer for space and weight for 
machinery is given the same recognition that is ac- 
corded the ordnance and hull experts. He contends 
that boilers are still made too frail, their tubes being 
too thin, their casings too light and their drums too 
small; engine frames are not as strong as they should 
be, the tubes of condensers are too contracted, the pip- 
ing is too complex because of the crowding of auxil- 
iaries and there is a forcing of appliances into con- 
tracted spaces beneath the protective deck that results 
in excessive repair bills and long stays in port. “It will 
be found in the next naval war,” says Admiral Melville. 
“that in the distribution of weights allowed in the con- 
struction of a modern war vessel, there has been too 
great a tendency to sacrifice the efficiency of the machines 
that are not within sight of the inspection officer, in 
order that the appliances above the protective deck may 
be made more eflicient and that even luxuries may be 
secured.” In view of these conditions Admiral Mel- 
ville expects results of far reaching importance from 
the naval engineering laboratory soon to be established 
at Annapolis. He looks to that institution to make 
manifest the engineering weakness beneath the protec- 
tive deck, and as a result of its establishment he be- 
lieves there will be a strengthening of the weak link 
in the chain of naval construction.

Major Gen. S. B. M. Young, president of the Army 
War College Board, under date of March 21, wrote the 
following additional self-explanatory letter to the Secre- 
tary of War relative to the interpretation of the Militia 
act: “Sir: In further reference to section 18 of the 
new Militia Law, the War College Board has the honor 
to report that, in its opinion, in order that a State, Ter- 
ritory, or the District of Columbia may participate in 
the appropriation under section 1661, Revised Statutes, 
all of its companies, troops, and batteries not excused by 
the governor must, during the fiscal year next preceding, 
have received at least five days’ instruction in camp or 
in practice marches, and in addition must have assembled 
for drill or target practice for at least twenty-four sep- 
arate days, with the proviso, however, that a company, 
troop, or battery may have target practice on the same 
day that it has a regular drill, in which case both the 
drill and target practice may be counted separately in 
making up the ‘twenty-four times’ of assembly required 
in section 18 of the act. Further, during the year next 
preceding each annual allotment the organized militia 
must have been inspected by an officer of the militia at 
least once under the orders of the governor or of the 
general commanding the militia of the District of Colum- 
bia or by a regular officer so ordered by the Secretary of 
War. The governors of States and Territories and the 
commanding general of the militia of the District of 
Columbia should be notified in time to enable them to 
comply with these requirements prior to July 1, 1903.”

Gen. William Crozier, Chief of the Army Ordnance 
Department, has received the report of Capt. Frederick 
S. Foltz, of the 2d Cavalry, a member of the board of 
officers to determine the qualities of the new magazine 
rifle, in which he says that the new rifle has successfully 
withstood all the tests to which he has put it and recom- 
mends, in the most unqualified terms, its adoption. The 
Ordnance Department is now considering the advisability 
of giving the barrel of the rifle uniform length for ail 
arms of the Service. The plan contemplates the shorten- 
ing of the barrel of the rifle used by the Infantry from 
thirty to twenty-four inches, and the lengthening of the 
barrel of the Cavalry carbine from twenty-two to twenty- 
four inches. It is also practically determined that the 
Cavalry will be furnished with a gun sling for their 
rifles which, it is believed, will be exceedingly useful 
when the Cavalry is used unmounted. General Crozier 
says that the shortening of the barrel to twenty-four 
inches will not affect the aim of the rifle and by slightly 
increasing the powder charge the same velocity can be 
obtained. Tests are being made with the twenty-four 
inch barrel rifle, and the reports so far received have 
been most encouraging.

Reports received by Col. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A.. 
Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War De- 
partment, give assurance that the Philippine exhibit at 


_the St. Louis World’s Fair of 1904 will be one of the 
most interesting features of the entire exposition. Most 
of the provincial governors of the islands are co-operat- 
ing vigorously with the American authorities in collect- 
ing materials, and it is confidently predicted that the 
Filipino display will afford a more thoroughly representa- 
tive exhibit of the ethnology, art, industry, agriculture, 
mining resources and educational condition of the archi- 
pelago than has ever been assembled. Many Valuable 
suggestions as to the scope and character of the pro- 
posed display have come from officers of the Army who 
are serving or have served in the islands, and it is prob- 
able that if 1,000 or more native Filipinos are brought 
to St. Louis during the exposition, as is now contem- 
plated, they will be under the direct supervision of offi- 
cers who are familiar with their habit and manner. 





Numerous inquiries have recently been received by the 
Navy Dey artment from officers of the Navy who are 
anxious to learn if the seven vacancies created each year 
in the grade of lieutenant commander, under the pro- 
visions of the Navy Appropriation act of the last session, 
are to be counted in the twenty-nine vacancies necessary 
for each year above the grade of lieutenant, by the terms 
of the Personnel act. Although there cannot be any 
voluntary or compulsory retirements this year above the 
grade of lieutenant under sections 8 and 9 of the Person- 
pel act, the settlement of this question has importance 
as bearing upon the provision of the latter act that there 
shall each year be an average of forty vacancies created 
above the grade of lieutenant, junior grade. This aver- 
age has not been attained for the present year, and unless 
the seven vacancies in the grade of lieutenant commander 
created by the Appropration act be counted, it will be 
necessary to retire at the end of the year probably two 
lieutenants. ‘The matter will be submitted to the Judge 
Advocate General for an opinion. 


~~ 
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The return of Secretary Moody to Washington this 
week did not prove to be of such great interest to the 
advocates of the General Staff of the Navy as had been 
expected, in view of the fact that the Secretary positively 
refused to state his views on the project, or even what de- 
termination, if any, he had reached as a result of the 
study he is said to have made ot the plan during his 
absence. The Secretary did say, on the day of his re- 
turn, he was informed that several influential members 
of Congress hac expressed themselves as being unalter- 
ably opposed to the Genera] Staff idea as submitted, al- 
though, it is understood, these same gentlemen believe in 
the General Staff as a broad proposition. It is still a 
question whether or not Secretary Moody will take up the 
question of a General Staff in his next annual report; 
if he does it will probably be to recommend its adoption. 
There is no doubt, as we have already stated, that the 
President is favorable to a General Staff.

The War Department, on April 14, called upon Brig. 
Gen. Frank D. Baldwin, commanding the Department of 
the Colorado, for an explanation of an alleged interview 
with him in which he was quoted as saying: “One of 
my reasons for liking the Filipino as a soldier is the same 
that gives me a preference for the negro in the same ca- 
pacity. In a fight I am not worried about his safety, as 
it doesn’t make any difference whether he gets killed or 
not. You can understand my point better by taking the 
case of a full blooded dog and a cur. If you owned them 
you would sooner sacrifice the cur than lose the better 
dog, which you prize.” As soon as this alleged inter- 
view was brought to the attention of the Secretary of 
War he directed that General Baldwin be officially asked 
if he had been correctly quoted. We understand that, as 
is naturally to be suspected from a knowledge of General 
Baldwin's character and excellent record as a soldier, he 
has denied the correctness of the interview and will in- 
form the War Department to that effect. 
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The continued usefulness of the Woman’s Army and 
Navy League is clearly indicated by the annual report of 
that organization for 1902. During the year the league 
sent out 219 boxes of books to United States soldiers and 
sailors in various parts of the world, presented one 
piano and nine organs to various commands in the Army 
and Navy, provided books and games for various others, 
gave $100 to the Martinique fund and lesser sums to 
other charities, the total expenditures amounting to 
$1,972 out of a total income of $2,519. The league re- 
ports a continued demand from the Philippines for read- 
ing matter, and persons desirous of contributing books or 
magazines, old or new, are requested to forward them to 
Mrs. Frank West, 1216 Connecticut avenue, Noichwest, 
Mrs. Simon Newcomb, 1620 P street, Northwest, Wast 
ington, D.C., or Mrs. M. Banks Stacey, 137 W. 67th 
street, New York City. 





One of the big problems now before the Quarter- 
master’s Department which will probably, however, be 
settled before the arrival in Washington of Quarter- 
master General Humphrey, is the best and most economi- 
cal method to supply the Army with the new regulation 
uniform and, at the same time, prevent the loss of the 
$2,000,000 worth of supplies of the old style uniform now 
on hand. Col. William 8. Patten, the Acting Quarter- 
master General, has recommended that the troops ordered 
home from the Philippines be the first supplied with the 
new uniform, as they will need entirely new outfits upon 
their arrival. Some of the old stuff will also be issued 
to the National Guard organizations; the khaki, for in- 
stance, can be put to use in this way. 
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The results of a careful and exhaustive investigation 
into the mortality among British forces during the war 
in South Africa were presented recently in a paper read 
before the British Institute of Actuaries. The investi- 
gation demonstrated, the Army and Navy Gazette says, 
“what was already generally known, that the death-rate 
was considerably below that in the Franco-German War. 
and far less than the rates of some earlier wars. It com- 
pared very favorably with the high death-rates of the 
Northern Army in the American Civil War.” It was 
shown that the mortality among officers from wounds 
throughout the war was invariably much higher than 
among the non-commissioned officers and men. On the 
other hand, the death-rate from disease was much lower 
in the case of officers. Important lessons to be drawn 
are of the value of constitutional strength in soldiers, the 
effect of experience in the field and of gradual acclimatiza- 
tion, and the results of a wise and sufficient organization 
foi the care of the sick and wounded. It was impossible 
in making up the statistics to separate the Regulars froin 
the Volunteers, and some degree of uncertainty exists as 
to the actual number of Colonial troops engaged. The 
various rates of mortality per thousand per annum among 
the three classes of troops, due to wounds and illness, 
and making the distinction between officers and rank and 
file were as follows: Regulars and Volunteers: Officers, 
wounds, 33.7, illness, 20.6, total, 54.3; men, wounds, 11.6, 
illness, 27.3, total, 38.9. Yeomanry: Officers, wounds, 
49.1, illness, 20.2, total, 69.3; men, wounds, 20.8, illness, 
33.9, total, 54.7. Colonials: Officers, wounds, 30.1, ill- 
ness, 14.3, total, 44.4; men, wounds, 14.1, illness, 16.3, 
total, 30.4. Total of all classes: Officers, wounds, 34.1, 
illness, 19.1, total, 53.2; men, wounas, 12.6, illness, 25.6, 
total 38.2. The death rate per annum for all forces en- 
gaged, officers and men, was 3.87 per cent.; taking ofli- 
cers alone it was 5.5 per cent.; and taking non-commis- 
sioned officers and men alone it was 3.8 per cent. It 
was brought out that the mortality from wounds during 
the early months of the war was much higher than in the 
later periods. It is a just deduction that the troops in 
the early part of the war were not handled with the skill 
that marked the later operations, and that the men them- 
selves had not mastered the lessons to be learned. It has, 
of course, to be borne in mind that after the first year of 
the war the main resistance of the Boers was broken 
down, a circumstance which largely affected the list of 
casualties, 
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Among the most outspoken of English opponents of sub- 
marine boats is Mr. Charles Yarrow, head of the great 
shipbuilding firm which bears his name, who, in the course 
of a recent address before the British Institute of Naval 
Architects, declared that the submarine was practically 
worthless either for offensive or defensive purposes. He 
regards the policy of Great Britain, France and the Unit- 
ed States in building submarine boats as a mistake, and 
holds that no practical results will come from it. In 
Mr. Yarrow’s opinion the submarines would be of no use 
whatever except to attack vessels while they are station- 
ary, and even in that they would be riskier, more costly 
and less accurate than modern torpedo boats. Mr. Yar- 
row’s views are entitled to earnest respect, but they are 
by no means conclusive. On the contrary, naval scien- 
tists, not only in England, but in France and America, 
regard the possibilities of the submarine as sufficiently 
promising to justify the elaborate experiments now in 
progress. ‘To discard the submarine boat without making 
it the subject of the most thorough investigation would 
be the height of imprudence. It was only a few days ago— 
April 11—that two French submarines maneuvering off 
Cherbourg attacked two incoming liners so successfully 
that in the time of war both of the latter would have been 
destroyed without injury to the attacking vessels. Re- 
sults scarcely less striking were obtained in the trials of 
the United States submarine boats Pike and Grampus at 
San Francisco a few days ago, Capt. William H. Whit- 
ing, U.S.N., who had charge of the experiments, report- 
ing that the Grampus, while speeding at the rate of 7.26 
knots an hour, made a center hit with her torpedo, while 
the Pike moving at 7.14 knots, missed the target by 2 
very narrow margin. Results like these are so import- 
ant that it would be dangerous to ignore them. 

Mute but convincing evidence of the uceuracy of the 
gun fire of the American crews that took part in the 
battle of Manila Bay appears in the wreck of the Span 
ish flagship Reina Christina, which has been raised by = 
syndicate of American wreckers. Investigation shows 
that the hull of this vessel was pierced by fifteen projectile~ 
one of them an eight-inch shel! and the others of smaller 
caliber, the cumulative effect of which would have been 
fatal to a much larger and stronger ship. The Reina 
Christina was the flagship of the Spanish fleet, and it 
was only a few minutes before she went down that the 
Spanish commander, Admiral Montojo, transferred his 
flag from her to the Isla de Cuba. At that time a fire 
was raging in the Reina Christina, caused by the explo- 
sion of an eight-inch shell in her sick bay, and her com- 
mander, Captain Caldazo, had just given the order to 
abandon the ship when he was killed and went down with 
her. A skeleton supposed to be his was one of eighty or 
more that were found in the wreck when it was raise. 
Capt. Albert R. Couden, U.S.N., commandant of the 
navy yard at Cavite, is desirous of according a naval 
funeral to these remains at Cavite and will do so unless 
the Spanish residents of Manila prefer that th: y be sent 
to Spain, in which event they wil be transported thither 
in a vessel of the Navy. The examination of the wreck 





of the Reina Christina at this time is exceptionally in- 
teresting. 


It affords a vivid reminder of an engagement 


in which the target practice of the United States startled 
the world, and denotes the standard of efficiency to which 
the Service is rapidly returning under the vigorous train- 
ing now in progress. 

Referring to the fact that the first general publication 
of certain important results of target practice in the 
British navy was made in “Notes on Naval Progress” is- 
sued by the United States Navy Department, the British 
Navy League Journal offers this pertinent remark: “As 
the fleet is the property of this nation, its sole safeguard 
against destruction, its ‘all in all,’ as Tennyson so weil 
expressed it, we submit that the people have a right to 
know how that fleet has prepared itself to perform its 
duty, and that therefore the annual returns of the prize 
firing of the various squadrons should be submitted to 
the Houses of Parliament, and that the country should 
not have to rely for such information as is accessible 
upon the daily press, and upon the official publications 
of foreign Powers.” Apart from its natural resentment 
against the fact that the information in question first ap- 
peared in an American publication, the suggestion by the 
British Navy League Journa] that the annual returns of 
the prize firing of the various squadrons be submitted to 
both houses of Parliament is worth considering on this 
side of the water. How would it do, for example, ro 
provide that the records of target practice competitions 
in the United States Navy should be supmitted to Con- 
gress regularly every year? Would it not be possible in 
that way to enlist a larger measure of interest in naval 
gunnery on the part of Congress and at the same time 
arouse a still stronger spirit of wholesome rivalry among 
the gun crews of the various squadrons? 
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When Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, A.G., U.S.A., in 
his iast annual report urged the formation of singing 
clubs among the enlisted men of the Army, he probably 
never dreamed of the woe he was bringing upon himself. 
Yet it is a fact that ever since then he has been deluged 
with musical compositions of varying degrees of merit, 
the authors of which write to assure him that their 
works fill a long felt want and are precisely what is need- 
ed to arouse latent martial ardor of the Army. Com- 
posers who send scores for their lines usually ask General 
Corbin if he doesn’t honestly think the music is about 
the finest that ever happened, others ask him to indicate 
exactly the sort of music he wants in order that they may 
supply it, while some, who cannot write music send pauri- 
otic lines with permission to set them to any old tune 
the General prefers. General Corbin started out with 
ihe idea of having every score rendered for him so that 
he could select the best, but he soon found that he 
couldn’t stand every thing and had to abandon the under- 
taking. Meanwhile the manuscripts are pouring in at a 
tremendous rate, and the General in his desperation is 
half resolved to refer the whole matter to the Generai 
Staff with permission to report. Until the matter is 
settled he will have music, not, perhaps, to play, but 
doubtless to burn in case there is no other fuel handy. 
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The announcement of the grades obtained by the offi- 
cers attending the Infantry and Cavalry School at Fort 
Leavenworth in the recent examination in “horsology,” 
the Kansas City Star says, “has shattered a sacred tra- 
dition of the Service. Heretofore all ‘horse knowledge’ 
has by common consent been attributed to the wearers of 
the yellow stripes. When an order was issued that the 
horse should be included in the Infantry curriculum 
those of the Cavalry were at first surprised, then smiled 
and later journeyed to the quarters of their ‘doughboy’ 
brothers and sympathetically suggested that they peti- 
tion the Department to substitute the translation of As- 
syrian inscriptions or the analysis of embalmed beef. 
The advent of a bunch of horses gathered from Kansas, 
to be used as subjects in the examinations marked the 
beginning of the end of the Cavalry’s mirth. After sev- 
eral days in the corral on full rations they were led be- 
fore the members of the ‘horsology’ class and each In- 
fantry and Cavalry officer was allowed a few minutes to 
examine the subject with the idea of determining its age. 
The official announcement of the result shows the first 
seventeen high marks opposite the name of Infantry offi- 
cers and only a break of one through the following seven- 
teen.” 
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The Navy Department has decided that Newport, R.L., 
and Norfolk, Va., shall become the two important rendez- 
vous for the training of landsmen for the Navy. At these 
two points the newly enlisted landsman will be well in- 
structed in almost everything pertaining to the life afloat, 
including the manufacture of clothing, fancy work with 
the needle, cooking and the preparation of food under the 
many vicissitudes of ship life, sail making, knotting and 
splicing, heaving the lead, rowing, and in fact about 
everything the sailor needs to know to become an effic- 
ient man’o-war’s-man. ‘The present system for the edu- 
cation and training of the enlisted personnel of the Unit- 
ed States Navy bids fair to supply our ships with a force 
as homogeneous and well drilled as any in the world, and 
has already gone far toward the elimination of the for- 
eigner, as such, from our ships of war. There was a 
time, and not many years ago, when in order properly 
to drill a gun’s crew of twenty-one men it was necessary 
for the drill officer to be more or less conversant with not 
less than ten or twelve different languages. Now, how- 
ever, one language is ample for tne carrying on of any 
drill required on board ship, and that ianguage is English. 
The idea of taking men for service afloat from every 
part of the country, and not, as heretofore, confining the 
recruiting parties to the Atlantic coust towns, has al- 





ready produced most excellent results, At the present 
time -there are in the Navy men whose homes are jn 
Idaho, Nevada, Minnesota, Illinois, Colorado, Texas, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Michigan, Wisconsin, and in fact 
pretty nearly every western State is represented amon, 
the enlisted men of our fleet. And the testimony of ofjj 
crs who have served with these far western men is to the 
effect that they are possessed of a sturdier morality than 
is usually found among those who enlist from seaboary 
towns. Under the present system of naming our larger 
ships it is really an important matter to enlist not only 
the men but their sympathies in the Service. It is an un. 
doubted fact that a man will serve with more liking for 
the Service if doing duty aboard a ship bearing the namo 
of hi& native State than while on board a ship with 
strange name, and the Navy Department recognizes tha: 
fact in assigning men, as far as possible, to ships having 
the names of the native State of as many of her comple. 
ment as possible. 





The new American yacht, Reliance, built to defend the 
America’s Cup, was launched from the Herreshoff shops at 
Bristol, R.I., April 11. Miss Nora Iselin, the daughter 
of C. Oliver Iselin, the managing owner of the yacht, per. 
formed the christening ceremony. The vessel is described 
as a powerful-looking craft, with a rather full midship 
section, but her ends fore and aft are long and lean. The 
counter is very low, much lower, it is said, than that of the 
Constitution or Columbia, and when heeled in a breeze 
the yacht will increase her sailing lines aft very quickly, 
The overhang forward is long, and the bow leaves the 
water much quicker than either or her predecessors, and 
it is thought to be not nearly so full as that of the Con. 
stitution. From the forward end of the water line to th: 
fin the body of the boat is described as being very shoa! 
and very flat, and her floating line is quite full. The en 
trance is not as bluff as was Mr. Lawson’s Independ- 
ence’s, but it is much fuller than the Constitution. Above 
the water line there is a slight flare to her topsides from 
the bow to the point of greatest beam, which seems to be 
about amidships, and from that point the yacht tapers 
gracefully and there is a very slight tumble to her top- 
sides, so slight that it is hardly noticeable. She is muci 
fuller than the Constitution or Columbia, but has much 
more dead rise, it is said, than the Independence had. 

If present expectations are realized the Commercial 
Pacific Cable Company’s lines between Honolulu and Ma- 
nila by way of Midway Island and the Island of Guam 
will be in operation by July 4, thus establishing cable 
communication between the United States and the Philip- 
pines at least a year sooner than the company originally 
promised it. The completion of this vast project has ot 
course been greatly facilitated by the charts of naval sur- 
vey in the Pacific which have been placed at the disposal! 
cf the company, but it cannot be denied that the company 
itself has pushed the work with extraordinary energy and 
skill. The completion of this splendid undertaking, afford 
ing an all-American cable between the United States and 
the Orient and capable of such large usefulness to our 
naval and commercial interests on the Pacific, will be 
awarded a place among the greatest achievements of Amer 
ican enterprise, an achievement which probably would 
never have been dreamed of but for the acquisition of the 
Philippines. 
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Asistant Secretary of the Navy Darling has recom- 
mended, and Secretary Moody has approved his action, 
that Pay Insptr. James E. Cann, who was recently found 
morally disqualified for promotion, be suspended from 
promotion for a year and then be re-examined. This 
action amounts to a disapproval of the findings of the 
examining board, which virtually recommended that Pay 
Inspector Cann be dropped from the Navy. ‘Assistant 
Secretary Darling holds in the case that in view of his 
past excellent record extending over a period of about 
thirty years, he should be given every opportunity to re 
main in the Navy and gain his promotion. During the 
year Mr, Cann will be on probation. 
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It is evident from the plans already completed that the 
exhibit of the War Department at the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion will rank among the most attractive features of that 
enterprise. The general purpose of the exhibit will be to 
show the actual service conditions of the Army of to-day, 
and to that end the collection will include a complete bat- 
tery of the big coast defense and disappearing guns, in- 
cluding the twelve-inch rifles, together with a comprehen: 
sive display of ancient and modern implements of war of 
every description. The disappearing guns will be operat 
ed at regular intervals every day by a detachment of 2 
Coast Artillery detailed for that purpose, and the exhibit 
as a whole will be under the charge of Army officers who 
will carefully explain its various features. There can be 
no doubt that this display will exert an educational influ- 
ence of the most helpful character. It will serve as an 
effective object lesson in modern military equipment and 
method which the average citizen could obtain in no other 
way. 
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In view of the dearth of officers of the line for deck 
duty, the Bureau of Navigation does not look with muc! 
favor upon the appointment of midshipmen into the Con 
struction Corps on graduation, and it is not unlikely that 
some modification of existing law may be asked for from 
Congress during the next session. The Construction 
Corps is in pretty much the same fix, as there are not 
enough officers in that Corps to properly perform its 
duties. Just what will be done remains to be seen, but 
that some action is necessary is manifest. 
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September 20, 1901, or shortly after the conclusion of 
peace between China and the Allies, two English officers, 
Lieut. Col. C. C. Manifold, I1.M.S., and Capt. C. G. W. 
Hunter, R.E., started from Peking to S’Such’uan in the 
valley of the upper Yang-tse. They had an opportunity 
of learning something of the effect of the allied invasion 
upon the impassive Chinese and report that it has been 
much more marked than in the case of any previous 
eruption of the foreigner, and the usual stories of the de- 
feat and expulsion of the outside barbarian have not 
found currency this time. The headlong flight of the 
Court right across Central China to Hsian-fu spread the 
news of the discomfiture of the government all along 
that line, and this news was still further extended by the 
coolies, sent out for long distances around to procure 
food from a famine stricken district for the thousands of 
troops and immense retinues who accompanied the Court. 
With other reports were carried the information of the 
leniency shown by the British and Japanese and espe- 
cially by the American troops. “Everywhere we went,” 
reports Colonel Manifold, “we heard of the good behavior 
»f the troops of these three nations. Even down to the 
Han river we found the same story reported by the peo- 
ple; their behavior was extolled in marked contradistinc- 
tion to that of other nations.” Colonel Manifold’s party 
were supposed to be missionaries and were treated with 
special consideration on this account by the Mandarins 
whose cue it was to make the most of the missionaries no 
longer cursing them but addressing them by the title ap- 
plied to the higher officials, “Ta Jen”—Your Excellency. 
There was much talk of a wish to acquire foreign learn- 
ing and to put China on the path of progress which, if 
not altogether sincere, at least indicated the appreciation 
of the necessity for a change in the attitude of China to- 
ward modern thought and progress. 
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The young ladies of Massachusetts have made formal 
complaint to the President of the action of Secretary 
Moody in sending to the Philippines many of the “nice 
young men” of this country who might be considered 
eligible for matrimony. The President has recently re- 
ceived the following letter from a young lady of Boston, 
who does not hestitate to sign her full name and give her 
address, on Columbus avenue, which he has referred to 
Secretary Moody (who is himself a bachelor) for his most 
careful consideration with a view to possible personal 
action on his part to remedy the evil which it is claimed 
exists in Massachusetts because of the Secretary’s action 
in sending to far away stations young men of the “Hub” 
State: “Dear President Roosevelt: I have been very 
much interested in the subject you and Dr. Eliot of Har- 
vard College have aroused about the Americans not marry- 
ing. ‘The reason I am not marrying is because I have not 
been asked, and there are a number of other young ladies 
in Massachusetts that have not been either. My sister 
and cousin Kate think Secretary Moody is greatly re- 
sponsible for their not being married, as he orders all the 
nice young men to the Philippines, and the girls think it 
would be only fair for him to give free transportation for 
them to follow. Sincerely your friend, ——.”_ Here is 
an opportunity for Secretary Moody, who should, without 
delay, fall into line with the other members of the Cabinet 
in support of President Roosevelt’s policy as declared in 
his remarks upon “race suicide.” As the letter we quote 
was referred to the Secretary by the President he is fully 
informed as to name and address of the lady. 














We have received the first number of The Recall, a 
sprightly little weekly newspaper edited and published by 
the troops at Fort Assiniboine, Mont., which makes 1t 
start as a good-natured, newsy and interesting journal. 
The Recall, besides several columns of cleverly written 
notes relating to personal and social affairs on the reser- 
vation, publishes general and special orders of interest 
to the troops stationed there, together with a liberal 
amount of well selected miscellany. The cheerful spirit 
pervading The Recall’s pages is indicated in the follow- 
ing extracts from the article announcing its advent and 
the consequent decline of other publications: “The Elder 
Dana, standing on the celestial shore, must see the paper 
which his genius builded, pale before resistless competi- 
tion. * * * * It is too bad to watch the doom of 
the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, but we were impelled by 
duty and felt that we must publish The Recall. it was 
so ordained when the world began. * 7 ¢ * Kdi- 
torially, The Recall will seek to please all. We will sup- 
port any kind of a proposition for a few minutes. Al- 
though we are not a woman, we reserve the right to 
change our mind as often as we choose and without 
notice. At present we stand committed to a policy favor- 
ing the free coinage of everything and the freedom of 
Ireland. It will be a journal for the people now on 
earth, and also for those who reside at Fort Assinni- 
boine.”

Lieut. Col. Benjamin K. Roberts, U.S.A., commanding 
at Fort Washington, Md., has addressed a communica- 
tion to the War Department which has excited an inter- 
esting opinion on the vexatious question of official holi- 
days. To his inquiry as to whether there are any days 
which are properly recognizable by the Army as Nationa! 
holidays, and whether the day following or the day pre- 
ceding should be celebrated when such holidays fall on 
Sunday, Judge Advocate General Davis replies that 
there are only three days which can be so recognized by 
the Army, namely the Fourth of July, Washington’s 
Birthday and Memorial Day, and that when they fall on 
a Sunday the day following should be celebrated. Gen- 
eral Davis holds that the several statutes in respect to 
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holidays have relation to certain employees in the civil 
departments of the Government, and do not expressly 
include officers and enlisted men of the Army, nor do 
those statutes impose a special duty of observance upon 
persons in the military Service. It is worth while to 
point out, however, that there are not any national holi- 
days in the strict legal sense of the term: Not even the 
Fourth of July can be so regarded. Labor day is a holi- 
day by National authority in the District of Columbia, 
and so is Thanksgiving Day, but they are observed else- 
where solely under State or Territorial authority. Con- 
gress has from time to time appointed special holidays, 
but has never designated a regular National holiday. 
The observance of holidays by the Army and Navy is 
simply a matter of regulation. 





One of the most gratifying facts reported by Navy re- 
eruiting officers is that the recruits enrolled nowadays 
for the enlisted force of the Navy show a large and in- 
creasing proportion of native-born Americans. The en- 
listments in January, for instance, numbered 1,295, of 
whom 1,104 were natives, eighty-four were naturalized 
citizens, eighty-six were men who had declared their inten- 
tions and twenty were foreigners, principally Chinese and 
Japanese enlisted as cooks. The enlistments in February 
numbered 1,086, of whom 969 were native born, fifty-two 
were naturalized, fifty-one were men who had declared 
their intentions and fourteen were foreigners. The Marci 
enlistments numbered 1,290, of whom 1,170 were natives, 
sixty were naturalized citizens, forty-eight were men who 
had declared their intentions and twelve were foreigners. 
"these figures are particularly encouraging in view of the 
fact that only a few years ago at least fifty per cent. of 
the enlisted force of the Navy was made up of foreigners, 
many of whom had never lived in the United States, and 
who had little or no intelligent interest in the country or 
its institutions. The change that has taken place in this 
respect is highly significant. It shows that hardy younz 
Americans are becoming profoundly interested in the 
growth and efficiency of the Navy, and that the Service is 
getting precisely the sort of men it needs. 





Although the tour of office of Paymaster General Al- 
bert S. Kenny, U.S.N., will expire early in May, the 
President has not as yet signified in any manner to the 
Secretary of the Navy what officer he will appoint to 
the important billet of Paymaster General. From the 
present indications it is not believed at the Navy De- 
partment that any appointment will be made until the 
President returns from his western trip. In the mean- 
while the various candidates for the position are about 
as much at sea as anyone. The contest seems to have 
narrowed down to Pay Director Henry T. B. Harris 
and Pay Inspector John A. Mudd, although the friends 
of other officers still claim that their respective candi- 
dates have excellent chances of being selected. The 
President has a way of often times choosing an officer 
for a high position who is not seriously considered on 
the outside and it is possible that this may be done in 
the case of the Paymaster Generalship. There are also 
several candidates in the field to succeed Rear Admiral 
George W. Melville as Chief of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, but it is well understood that no one has 
yet been even tentatively selected for this billet. Ad- 
miral Melville still has several months to serve; we 
wish that he had years.

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Diplomatic correspondence made public in Washington 
on April 13 shows that the futile attempt of Great 
Britain and Germany to draw the United States into an 
alliance with themselves against Venezuela was preceded 
by overtures for a similar combination against Guate- 
mala, and that the invitation was courteously but posi- 
tively declined. The matter was submitted to the United 
States Government by Herr von Holleben, the German 
Ambassador, who proposed that the three powers should 
unite in collective measures, even to the extent of using 
force, to compel Guatemala to keep faith in paying her 
bonded debt, but the reply of the Secretary of State was: 
“The United States declines to join with other Powers in 
coercive action, but will reserve for United States citi- 
zens all rights secured by such action.” This terse defi- 
nition of American policy in dealing with weaker nations 
is quite in line with the attitude of the Government to- 
ward China and Venezuela. It is based upon the broad 
principle that you cannot increase the paying power of 
your debtor by seizing his territory, blockading his ports 
or appropriating his revenues, and its moral meaning 's 
that Uncle Sam is not a Shylock in disguise.

One thing has been made clear by the Royal Commis- 
sion appointed to inquire into the expenses incurred by 
officers of the British army, and that is that a commis- 
sion in King Edward’s military sermce ts a mighty 
costly luxury to the man who holds it. The report of 
the commission shows, for instance, that the average and 
legitimate extra expenses of an infantry officer exceed 
his pay by $500 to $750 per annum, while the expenses 
of a cavalry officer range all the way from $2,500 to 
$3,500 more than his pay. These disclosures sharply 
emphasize the need of measures for bringing commissions 
within the reach of men of moderate means, and to that 
end the commission recommends not only that the offi- 
cer’s kit shall be supplied to him free of cost, but that he 
shall receive an allowance for certain other expenses, and 
that he shall be required to restrict his expenses for polo 
and other sports to certain prescribed limits. In short, 
the Government is trying so to readjust matters that « 
man may serve the Empire as an officer of the Army 
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without having to tax his own private means to pay 
for the honor, and it is certain that the reform has been 
undertaken none too soon.

Col. G. J. Harcourt, late 1st Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 
has compiled a volume entitled “Soldiers of the King: 
Their Battles, Sieges and Campaigns,” which is pub- 
lished by Gale and Polden, Aldershot, England. In it 
are recorded all the battles of the British and Indian 
armies from Inniskilling, 1689, to the South African 
campaign of 1902, giving the names of the regiments. en- 
gaged, a brief outline of the causes and outcome of the 
battles, the losses on each side, and the more notable 
incidents of the engagements. In addition are the records 
of those battles which do not appear on any color car- 
ried by regiments, such as Cressy, Poictiers, Agincourt, 
Namur, Trichinopoly, China 1900, etc., while at the 
end of the book appears the date of origin and re- 
organization of all the regiments of the British army. 
Such a book of reference must prove invaluable to the 
British army officer, and of much interest to the officers 
of other services. 





The Special Commission of Naval experts, which has 
been debating the question of the best types of warships 
to be added to the Russian navy, has submitted its re- 
port to the Ministry of Marine. The two chief conclu- 
sions arrived at are that no more cruisers of the 3,000 
and 6,000-ton classes be built, but in their stead, first- 
class battleships of 6,000 tons and upwards, heavily 
armored and armed, and of the highest possible speed. 
The torpedo boats, upon which the Russian Admiralty 
continues to place great reliance, are in future to be 
confined to two types, viz., that of the British-built Som 
for squadron rating, and that of the Skylon, for coast- 
wise defense. The new constructive program is to be 
carried out exclusively in Russian yards,

Secretary Root’s action in changing the name of the 
military reservation on Sullivan’s Island, 8.0., from Fort 
Getty to Fort Moultrie, is in accord with the desire of a 
large number of patriotic citizens of South Carolina and 
will be generally approved. The reservation was formerly 
called Fort Moultrie in honor of Major Genera! Moultrie 
of the Continental Army, who successfully defended 41 
fort of palmetto logs established there against an attack 
by the British fleet under command of Sir Peter Parker. 
in 1776. The change of the name to Fort Getty has been 
earnestly opposed by the people of South Carolina, whose 
wishes have been frankly recognized in Mr. Root’s; order 
restoring the original designation. 


_Major G. W. Goethals, U.S.A., says the Newport R.I 
News, will leave Newport after his relief Capt. OC. E. 
Gillette, arrives from Savannah, Ga., which may be 
in a month or six weeks. Major Goethals will thereafter 
devote his whole time to the preparatory work of the 
new Army General Staff, as a great deal of labor wili 
be necessary to make ready for its organization, about 
August 15. Like all his predecessors in the engineer 
office here, Major Goethals will be missed, for during his 
stay here, besides attending to a great deal of work he 
has always found time to be a part of the community. 














The War Department has not yet received the reports 
of the boards which recently examined, at the various de- 
partmental headquarters, enlisted men tor commissions 
in the Army. From the verbal reports that have been 
made to officers of the War Department it is feared that 
comparatively few men who appeared before the boards 
were successful, although when the fulf reports are re- 
ceived it may be found that the situation is not so bad 
as is now anticipated. It is not the intention to make 
any more civilian appointments until after the West 
Point graduating class has been provided for.

1900. 
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ABOLISHING THE LANCE. 

An order to the British army issued March 5 gives the 
following instructions for the cavalry: “1. Regiments of 
cavalry will, in future, be armed with the carbine (or 
rifle) and sword. Regiments of Lancers, Dragoon 
Guards, and Dragoons will retain the lance as at present, 
but it will only be carried on escort duty, at reviews, 
and other ceremonial parades; not on guard, in the field, 
at maneuvers, or on active service. 2. Ten D.P. and ten 
exercise lances per squadron will be allowed for each 
cavalry regiment for use at skill-at-arms practices, tent- 
pegging, etc., and any lances in excess of that proportion 
now on charge under Barrack Schedules 30 and°31 will 
be withdrawn and returned to store. These practices 
will only be carried out as a means of recreation for the 
soldier, and time will not be devoted to them at the ex- 
pense of training in equitation, shooting, swordsman- 
ship, and field work. 3. In issuing these instructions, 
the commander-in-chief desires to impress upon all ranks 
that although the cavalry are armed with the carbine (or 
rifle) and sword, the carbine (or rifle) will henceforth 
be considered as the cavalry soldier’s principal weapon. 

The Army and Navy Gazette sharply criticizes this 
order, saying that it “cannot be regarded otherwise than 
with the deepest regret.” The Gazette adds: “On the 
face of it it bears all too clearly the hall mark of the 
extreme South African military school, a school whose 
teaching has not yet been demonstrated as finally correct 
under all circumstances. Indeed, as to the value of the 
lance in the hands of a mounted soldier, there is consider- 
able reason to believe that this was fully justified on the 
few occasions on which during the late war the weapon 
had a fair chance, and that any opinion adverse to it is 
to be received with the greatest caution. it may be ad- 
mitted that our lancers in South Africa were too often 
absolutely helpless to strike a blow, but that was on ac- 
count of the miserable condition of the horses—a matter 
now beside the mark. No one ever supposed that a 
lancer could show his real power unless he was efficiently 
mounted. But are we never again to see good horses in 
good condition in an English army on the battlefield? 
Are our troopers to be always incapable of movement 
when a defeated force is streaming away in retreat be- 
fore them? : 

“Dropping the substance and snatching at a shadow is 
a mistake that is often made in things military as in many 
others. With all our possible national deterioration in 
physique, England can still produce a sufficient number of 
bold and stalwart men, and these men can by assiduous 
training be turned into fine riders and experts in the use 
of the arme blanche, but they, being for the most part 
town-bred, are never likely to be more than possible ex- 
ponents of the special form of tactics which made the 
Boers so formidable. It is most improbable that these 
tactics will have again to be encountered. _Many would 
be quite inapplicable to the ordinary conditions of war 
and if we try to substitute an imitation of them for the 
methods of fighting to which our soldiers are more adapt- 
ed, we may find that in a war in which trained and well 
led regular troops are in the field we made a very serious 
and possibly fatal error. It is certainly well that the 
cavalryman should have only one arme blanche. The old 
equipment of the lancer, comprising lance, sword, and 
carbine, was most unnecessary and inadvisable. Each 
mounted soldier should have either lance or sword be- 
sides his firearm, and powerful men armed with lances 
have their definite place in war equally with, or perhaps 
in superiority to, lighter men armed with swords. In 
pursuit especially the lance is better than the swora. 
Are the lessons of the Mutiny campaigns forgotten, the 
lessons taught, particularly by the Yth Lancers, whose 
officers even preferred to carry hog spears rather than 
their regulation swords? How very absurd it seems, and 
how our military administration is stultified when we 
recollect that within the last ten years, all our Dragoon 
regiments have been partly equipped with lances, and 
that within the last five years the 21st Hussars have 
been turned into the 21st Lancers! Are our present au- 
thorities entitled and competent to reverse with a stroke 
of the pen the decisions of their immediate predecessors? 
Are they justified in thinking that the conditions of one 
war have so suddenly brought about new developments 
that they can lightly say that their predecessors were 
altogether mistaken? 

“In the last paragraph of the order the influence of the 
South African military school is most apparent. Cav- 
alry as cavalrf are done away with altogether, for of the 
two weapons with which it is to be equipped the rifle is 
placed first in importance. Everybody is doubtless eager 
to see our cavalry soldiers the best of shots, for in nine 
times out of ten when they are engaged the affair will be 
an encounter with firearms, probably at a long range. 
On the tenth occasion, however, when a great deed is to 
be accomplished—such a deed as will live in history’s 
page—the result will not be gained by :ven who are prac- 
tically only mounted infantry, but by bold riders who 
can trust to their good horses and their own right arms. 
It is simple madness to say that the rifle is to be the cav- 
alryman’s special strength if cavalry are to be recognized 
at all. And the climax of absurdity is reached when it 
is laid down that the lance is to be retained for purposes 
of parade. It now falls into the same category as the 
Life Guards’ cuirass. But a cuirass, at any rate, looks 
well. A lance in the hands of a man who is not daily 
in the habit of wielding it will certainly be handled 
awkwardly, and will be more likely to raise a jeer than 
to evoke admiration. Montecucoli called the lance ‘the 
queen of weapons,’ and many good practical soldiers since 
his time, and even in our own day, have been found to 
agree with him. It seems a melancholy and disastrous 
revolution that reduces it to the level of a base scullion.” 

The British Press Association states that a move- 
ment is on foot in the House of Commons against the 
abolition of the lance in cavalry regiments whilst on 
active service. Col. Wyndham Quin, M.P., and many 
other officers in Parliament who feel strongly upon the 
matter are arranging to ballot for an early opportunity 
of moving a resolution in the House of Commons to 
rescind the War Office order on the subject. 

The abolition of the lance in the British army has 
brought out many comments on its history. Prince 
Raymond Montecucoli, one of the most brilliant mili- 
tary commanders of his day, called the lance the queen 
of weapons and also the most ancient. It was used 
by the Greeks and Romans, and later by the knights of 
the Middle Ages. Charles VIII. of France seems to 
have been the first to introduce a regular lancer regi- 
ment into his army. The corps was abolished by Henry 
1V. owing to the difficulty of finding men to serve. So 
lancers disappeared from the French army until the 
Napoleonic wars. In the meantime Frederick the Great. 


having seen the excellent use made of the weapon by 
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the Poles, had armed part of his cavalry with the lance, 
and had ultimately formed a regiment of Uhlans. After 
the partition of Poland in 1807 many Poles entered the 
French service, and a body of Polish light horse was 
formed, which Napoleon, in 1809, made into a regiment 
of lancers. A year later Napoleon formed a second regi- 
ment of lancers out of part of the Royal Dutch Guard. 
This army of cavalry with the lance proved so successful 
that Napoleon created more lancer regiments, and at- 
tached one to each division of cavalry. England did not 
make any lancer regiments until after Waterloo. 
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CONSTRUCTION AT FORT LEAVENWORTH. 


Major D. E. McCarthy, Q.M., U.S.A., in charge of con- 
struction at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., has his hands full 
now that spring has opened, but seems to enjoy the stren- 
uous task imposed upon him, and is pushing the work 
most energetically. Fort Leavenworth under his con- 
structive management has assumed a new individuality 
and to the old timer who casually, or otherwise, returns 
to it it presents new and beautiful aspects, both as to 
architectural and topographical improvements. 

Congress has been very liberal in its allotments for the 
improvements and buildings at this important school, 
and many changes have taken place there since the re- 
organization and increase in the Army, but to comfort- 
ably accommodate the officers and troops a great many 
more buildings will be necessary. 

The abolishment of the general mess necessitated the 
construction of kitchens and dining rooms for the bar- 
racks occupied by the squadron of the 4th Cavalry and 
the Engineer battalion. 

For the Field Artillery battalion two barracks, two 
stables, two gunsheds and two buildings used as guard 
houses, store rooms, and workshops, have been construct- 
ed and are now occupied by the 16th and 28th Batteries, 
and four similar buildings, for the use of a battery yet to 
be designated for station there, are now under process 
of construction. 

For the Quartermaster’s Department, four buildings 
have been built, to be used as haysheds and grain store- 
houses. 

For the Engineers: Two pontoon sheds, similar to the 
Artillery gunsheds, and a general workshop and store- 
house have been erected. 

For the Infantry: Six double Infantry barracks facing 
the west parade from the south, and one band and head 
quarter building facing west from the line of Infantry 
barracks have been constructed and are now occupied by 
the 6th Infantry. 

A new bakeshop, with a capacity of turing out bread 
for 5,000 men daily, is being built north of the quarters 
occupied by the Engineers; this shop will be up to date 
in every particular, and its interior will be beautiful, as 
the ovens are covered with white tue. 

Facing east on Grant avenue are eight double sets of 
captains’ quarters. Between Meade and Pope avenues on 
an avenue yet to be named are fourteen sets of quarters 
for lieutenants, each a double set. Six Infantry. barracks 
are well on their way of construction: their location is 
directly in rear of the Infantry barracks already con- 
structed and they face south, toward Merritt Lake. 

The local street car company has erected, at the south- 
west corner of the junction between Pope and Grant 
avenues a new street car waiting room, which makes it 
very much more convenient for the road’s patrons, as it 
is more centrally located. ‘ 

The row of Cavalry stables has been increased by two 
new buildings. There are now in the post three sets of 
bachelor officers’ quarters each containing accommoda- 
tions for twenty-four officers. The new hospital is located 
directly south of the old one, and has been ready for oc- 
cupanecy .or some time. 

summary of the foregoing shows that there are 
quarters in the post for eight field officers, thirty-four 
captains, forty married lieutenants, and seventy two 
bachelors. 

‘lo complete the general scheme of reconstruction there 
are yet to be built three field officers’ quarters, six cap- 
tains’ quarters, forty lieutenants’ quarters, two stables 
for the Engineers’ animals, and three pontoon sheds. 

In every case where there has ween constructed a 
quarters or stables it has been necessary to do an im- 
mense amount of grading. The new general parade wili 
be south of the Infantry barracks, and to make it a good 
one considerable grading will have to be done there too. 

Tt will be several years yet before all the work projected 
will be finished, but when it is it will be both pleasing 
and satisfying to the eye, as well as comfortable and con- 
venient for the inhabitants of the garrison. 

Major McCarthy is being ably assisted in this work 
by T. H. Humphreys, C.F.. Q.M.D., who has had four- 
teen years of experience in the Construction Department. 


GARRISON ORDER OF 1799. 

We are indebted to Prof. Edward S. Holden, librarian 
of the Military Academy and a graduate of that insti- 
tution, class of 1870, for a copy of the garrison order 
published at West Point in 1799 which appears below: 








Garrison Orders. 
West Point, Jan. 1, 1799. 

The parades at troop and retreat beating not being 
established by authority, the commanding officer directs 
the following regulation to take place until further orders. 
viz.: The first sergeants immediately on hearing the 
first call of the orderly drum will parade the company 
to which they belong in front of the rooms. After 
rank and sizing the men, he will post the corporals on 
the flanks, the third sergeant on the right of the 1st 
Platoon, the fourth sergeant on the right of the 2d 
Platoon, the second sergeant two paces in the rear of 
the 2d Platoon; the first sergeant will march the com- 
pany on the Regimental Parade, forming them in open 
order. with ordered firelocks, taking his post two paces 
in the rear of the Ist Platoon. The commissioned offi- 
cers will take post eight paces in front of their com- 
panies. If the companies cannot form two platoons, 
the third and fourth sergeants will be posted on the 
right and left of the company. The adjutant will take 
post on the right of the whole, in a line with the front 
rank. My order, giving the signal for the music to beat 
off, the music will beat from right to left of the Parade, 
from the center advancing within four paces of the 
commanding officer of the parade. He will salute and 
inform him the parade is formed, taking post two paces 
on his left. The commanding officer will then take com- 
mand of the parade, for exercises, etc., after which he 
will direct the adjutant to have the rolls called, who 
will advance four paces in front of the commanding 
officer, and order the first sergeants to the front as 
usual, and have the rolls called. After making their re- 
ports, the adjutant will make a report to the commanding 
officer, who will give orders as cases may require, after 
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which the adjutant will order the first ser ts to their 
posts, which will be on the right of the companies, 
the third sergeant falling back in a line with the rear 
rank, The adjutant will read the orders of the day, if 
any. If in the morning he will advance in front 
of the guards, and order them off agreeably to the com- 
mon practice, after which he will take his post on the 
left of the commanding officer. The signal for the 
officers to be dismissed from parade will be given by the 
commanding officer’s putting his hand to his hat, at 
the same time the first sergeants will advance two paces 
in front of their companies; close the ranks: warn the 
men for duty, and march the company to their company 
parade, and dismiss them. As soon as the first call is 
beat by the orderly drum the drummers will assemble 
and beat the Assembly, or Short Troop, as a signal for 
the officers in quarters to attend parade. The time will 
be given by the adjutant when the assembly beating 
the music are to be on the south end of the barracks, 
outside of the fence.

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TARGET PRACTICE AT TUBIGON. 


Tubigon, Bohol, P. I., Dec. 9, 1902. 
To THE EprTor OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The target season on this island,-garrisoned by Com- 
pany A, 29th U.S. Infantry, has just closed with an 
exciting finish, Our company and post commander, ist 
Lieut. A. W. Bjornstad, 29th Inf., gave the men every 
permissable encouragement in order to obtain a high 
standard of excellence. Second Lieut. F. W. Dawson, 
26th Inf., selected and supervised the construction of 
an excellent rifle range, within half a mile of our little 
garrison. Both of these officers being expert riflemen 
caused an exceedingly wholesome enthusiasm among the 
enlisted force. Every soldier was given an entire month 
of careful instruction in sighting and aiming drills and 
gallery practice prior to range firing, which proved to 
have been of the greatest benefit in preventing flinching 
and to train the mind, eye and trigger finger to act in 
harmony. Having taken an active part in Army rifle 
firing for over twenty years, I was assigned to duty as 
“coacher,” and will say that the exceptionally fine work 
of so many new men, who have not yet completed their 
second year of service, I have never seen excelled. The 
firing was constantly watched, (at a safe distance), by 
a large crowd of natives, some of whom, no. doubt, had 
themselves been engaged in target practice in the past. 
with “the boys in khaki” as targets. They were amazed 
as the men were from day to day constantly moved 
further from the targets, while the accuracy of the fire 
seemed not to diminish, and when finally the men shoot- 
ing for sharpshooters had the audacity to retire to 1,000 
yards and actually succeeded in calling up many bull's 
eyes, their astonishment knew no bounds. Since the 
practice has closed, many of the “hombres’’ who form- 
erly greeted us only with contemptuous scowls, have 
suddenly become friendly and courteous, and promptly 
doff their head gear on meeting a soldier.

Sharpshooters, 15; marksmen, 8; Ist class, 28; 2d class, 
12; 3d class, 18: Average per cent. of company firing 
at rectangular targets, 63.8 per cent; as skirmishers 
47.9 per cent.

There is soon to arrive at New York for the first time 
a ship of the North German Lloyd Line, the Kaiser Wil- 
helm II, which, according to an article in ‘““The American 
Syren and Shipping,” embodies novel features as a 
potential commerce destroyer in case of war, these 
features being made the dominant idea in her con- 
struction. Her hull, machinery and _ superstructure 
are all those of a modern armored cruiser. Since 
the plans for this vessel were approved by the 
German Emperor six years «ago various changes 
in her structure and equipment have been made unaer 
his direction, one of them being to conform to certain 
principles concerning the vibration of marine engines 
enunciated by Rear Admiral George W. Melville, U.S.N. 
Ihe double bottom of the ship, ordered by the Emperor 
as a protection against attack by submarines, taxes the 
ship’s engines an additional 250 horse power. The ves- 
sel has twin propellers, driven by independent engines, 
with a total of 40,000 horse power supplied from nine- 
teen boilers. Under normal condition she will develop a 
speed of 2314 knots per hour, and the coal capacity cf 
the ship is such that she is capable of steaming from

out replenishing her bunkers. 

A battery of nineteen centrifugal steam pumps is pro- 
vided, capable of discharging 9,780 tons of water an hour. 
and a comprehensive system of bulkhead partitions ava 
water-tight compartments for independent enginex and 
rudder protective apparatus. With these and her do.a'le 
hottom, the vessel could be kept afloat in battle for u 
longer time than certain types of battleships. Counting 
the double bottom, the ship has seven decks and meas- 
ures 72 feet 7 inches from keelson to the roof of the 
smoking room. As an army transport she could carry 
2,000 troops with equipments and stores without crowd- 
ing. Her “top hamper,” including structure on ihe 
upper deck, drawing rooms, smoking room, café and so 
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on, is so bolted and dovetailed that it can all be 
removed and the vessel transformed into a cruiser in 
twelve hours. Men specially trained for this work are 
attached to the ship and in her safety vault there are 
blue prints and minute instructions for their guidance. 
Slotways and embracement gearing for the impiacement 
of armor for the protection of ow An and propellers are 
also des with a view to the rapid conversion of the 
vessel into a warship, and it is understood that two full 
sets of armor and armament are ready for immediate im- 
placement, one set being stored in Germany, the other in 
the United States. The vessel is fitted with apparatus 
for wireless telegraphy and other approved methods of 
signalling and her officers have been selected with special 
reference to their fitness for the naval service. ~ 

It will be seen from this Lrief description that the 
Kaiser Wilhelm II is a type of ship intended to have at 
least great moral effect in time of war. With her great 
speed, steam radius and structural thoroughness, she would 
be a commerce-destroyer whose presence on the sea would 
be the cause of constant apprehension to the enemy’s 
government. The speed with which she can be converted 
from an inoffensive merchant ship into an up-to date 
cruiser with the fighting strength of many a modern 
armorclad distinguishes her as a new factor in the prob- 
jems of maval warfare. Whether this type of vesse] can 
be made to yield profits in a commercial way seems open 
to question.

PERMANENT MANEUVER CAMPS. 


The location of one of the permanent maneuver camps, 
a matter that still remains unsettled by Congress, is 
;roving a bone of contention between Kansas and Okla- 
homa. Of the several sites selected and finally brought 
before the House during the past session, that of Fort 
Riley was thought the best in the United States in every 
particula® for the maneuvering of large bodies of troops. 
On its 20,000 odd square acres could be exercised in the 
arts of war, it is thought, between twenty and thirty 
thousand men, both Regular and State. The concentra- 
tion of troops and the following maneuvers at that point 
in September and October of last year, which by the way 
were the first of any magnitude ever held in this country, 
developed the fact that such an estimate was considerably 
in excess of the number that can actually be exercised 
there, under conditions as near actual war as peace will 
permit, if Col. Arthur S. Wagner, U.S.A., who was Chief 
(‘mpire of the Maneuver Division, is authority. In his 
report to the Adjutant General on the maneuvers held 
it Fort Riley, he says: “The reservation at Fort Riley 
is large enough to admit of tactical operations of two 
Lrigades, each with at least half of the Artillery and 
Cavalry suitable for a division.. A larger force would be 
seriously hampered by the limits of the reservation.” 
Approximately, about 10,000 would be limit that Col- 
onel Wagner would place upon the number of troops to 
ie mobilized at Fort Riley—if the results desired are to 
be attained. It is evident then, that the confines of that 
reservation would make the maneuvering of a larger 
force, on a scale that would be attempted during active 
oeenany in the field in time of war, practically impos- 
sible, 

It was a knowledge of these observations, that undoubt- 
edly called to the minds of some of uklahoma’s leading 
citizens the possibilities of the Government land set 
aside, upon the opening to settlement of the public grants. 
in the vicinity of wort Sill. This area comprises some 
50,000 square acres, and is said to be of a diversified 
topography, well adapted for the exercising of troops in 
the game of war. It has a good supply of water, is well 
wooded and presents good opportunities for the estab- 
lishing of sanitary camps. These facts have been 
brought before the territorial representatives with a view 
to securing the camp. The city of Lawton, the town that 
-prang up in a night, is located near by. 

State, territorial and local papers are giving consid- 
erable space to the matter, one going so far as to state 
that Adjutant General Kelsey of the Kansas National 
Guard had recommended the Fort Sill site in a letter to 
the Secretary of War. This has been py y de- 
nied, however. The advantages possessed by both sites 
will undoubtedly be thoroughly threshed over by their re- 
spective adherents. Both have advantages, although 
Fort Sill is out of the beaten track, so to speak, and to 
transport troops there from the States and posts that 
would be represented would probably entail a greater 
cost than if Fort Riley were the concentration point, the 
latter being practically in the center of the mobilizing 
district. Again a canvass of many of the landholders 
whose property abuts on or is in the vicinity of the Fort 
Riley reservation has revealed an almost unanimous de- 
sire on their part to turn their land over to the use of 
the troops during the period required for maneuvers, at 
a nominal charge to the Government. All crops would 
be harvested, so but small damage could result, if any at 
all. The acreage covered by this canvass embraces at 
a rough estimate, between twenty and thirty thousand 
acres, enough to offset the claims of Fort Sill’s adherents 
in this regard. In the event of a formal proposition with 
this end in view being submitted to the War Department, 
it would seem that Fort Riley’s chances were more than 
good, as the expense of hiring, pro tem, the use of such 
land, would be much less than the increased cost of trans- 
portation to Fort Sill. 


FIELD ARTILLERY ABROAD. 

Following is a brief survey of the present state of field 
artillery material in several armies: 

France has adopted long recoil guns with shields for its 
field artillery, but is still at work with a new model for 
its mounted artillery. It is said uhat the pneumatic re- 
turn apparatus will be discarded. The adopted French 
gun is not thoroughly known in all its details of construc- 
tion. Weight of the gun and the projectile, initial veloci- 
ty, thickness of shield cannot be reliably given, and even 
official French publications seem to be deliberately wrong 
as to some of these data. : 

Austria has not yet finally decided the question of ma- 
terial, bronze or steel, for its neld guns. In spite of long- 
continued and very expensive trials, no type has been 
adopted. The extension trail of the field guns will prob- 
ably be abandoned, after even Ehrhardt has dropped it. 
Bronze howitzers for forty-two batteries of six guns have 
been made. A short recoil, elastic spur, gun carriage has 
been adopted, but its manufacture in private machine 
shops has met with great difficulties. It was ex 
these howitzer batteries would be ready in May, 1903, but 
this will not be accomplished. 1 

Norway has bought twenty-two vatteries of Ehrhardt 
guns; these guns, without shields, weign 2,209 pounds. 

hich is considered too heavy. 

‘Danmarks after careful comparative trials, has adopted 


long-recoil guns. 
le tes orwell seventy-two long-recoil guns from 
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Krupp, and will manufacture the balance at home after 
the same model. For its mounted artillery Sweden has 
bought twenty-four ‘rupp short-recoil guns. 

In Italy 540 three-inch short-recoil field guns similar tu 
a Krupp model are nearly ready, but great difficulties 
had to pe overcome with their construction by private 
workshops, When tested in the regiments the materia! 
showed weakness ; it has been strengthened recently, and 
will be severely tested in marching trials. Itulian ex- 
periments with long recoil guns of their domestic manu- 
facture have had unsatisfactory results, and it will be a 
iong time before the old 9-cm. gun will be replaced by a 
new design. 

In Holland competitive trials have continued for severa! 
years, Krupp, Creusot and Ehrhardt are competing, and 
it looks now as if a Krupp long-recoil gun would be 
adopted. 

Belgium has not accepted the Cockerill-Nordenfeldt 
brake-shoe system, but has recently called for a renewed 
competition of several long-recoil models. 

a. ... two years ago ordered 120 guns of an inter- 

jary design from St. Chamond and Krupp, which 
were delivered last year. The guns have a iveaie 
brake and return springs below the body of the gun car- 
riage. Creusot at the same time received a contract 
for twenty-four long-recoil guns, which have not yet 
been accepted, because they did not satisfy the require- 
ments of the Spanish artillery. Recently the Spanish 
government has invited a new competition of long-recoil 
guns. A decision as to what model to adopt for the bal- 
ance of their field material will not be reached this year. 

In Portugal only two mounted batteries have modern 
short-recoil guns. 

Russia, after years of experimenting, has chosen a guu 
with a glycerin brake and return springs of rubber 
lodged in the body of the carriage. A large number of 
these guns, 1,200 it is said, have been ordered in the 
Putilow factory, aided by several private workshops. 
But this design is not adopted as yet; experiments con- 
tinue for a better type for the rest of the numerous field 
artillery. 

Turkey has decided for Krupp’s long-recoil gun, and « 
first order of 100 guns is imminent. 

England had to have new material, and in haste pur- 
chased eighteen batteries of Ehrhardt guns. But numer- 
ous trials were made with Woolwich, Armstrong ani 
Vickers guns, and it seems that a long-recoil gun with 
an exceptionally heavy projectile, weighing eighteen 
pounds, has been deciaed upon for the armament of the 
lield artillery. 

The Argentine army has a very suitable new light gun 
with short-recoil carriage. 

Mexico, after a series of comparative trials, and after 
ordering last year four batteries from Le Creusot, has 
asked St. Chamond to send a gun of a St. Chamond- 
Mondragon design, modified according to the ideas of the 
Mexican committee. If this proves satisfactory, eight 
batteries of such guns will be purchased. 

Chile has a gun suited to the character of the country, 
light and new, with elastic spur, system Krupp. 

In Brazil last year comparative trials were made with 
Krupp and Creusot guns, and Brazilian papers uphold 
the superiority of the German type. The new govern- 
ment, however, will have new trials with long-recoil guns. 
and Krupp, Creusot, Vickers and Ehrhardt will take 


art. 

In China conditions do not favor any rational] treat- 
ment of the question of field artillery. The provincial 
viceroys and governors will purchase small numbers of 
guns of different types according to their whim and 
pleasure, as they have always done. 

Japan has the new Arisaka gun, a good type whicn 
satisfies its army perfectly. 





WHAT MIGHT BE DONE. 


Now that so many things for the improvement of the 
Army are accomplished facts, the following might be 
looked after, a correspondent suggests: 

1. Abolish the post bakery and give the soldier his 
flour ratiou. This will do away with a building at 
each post and its equipment, the detail of bakers, and 
the cumbersome account and distribution of the bakery 
tund. The company cooks will also learn to bake bread, 
which they have to do in the field as it is. The enlisted 
men wont get dyspepsia from eating hot bread. That 
is the last disease they suffer from. 

2. Give the soldier a cup for field use that wont 


make him a bright and shining mark whenever he lies 
down to shoot. 

3. Give battalion commanders more control over the 
instruction and interior economy of their battalions. 
Twelve separate companies are too many for one map 
to deal with directly. ‘Che inspection of his command 
en the last day of each month now enjoined upon 
the post commander was intended for smaller posts 
than many we have now and will have. The battalion com- 
mander should have his inning on the last day of, each 
month, giving the company commander the Saturday in- 
spection, and the post commander a special day, say 
every two months. 4 

4. Now that we have a uniform for all occasions 
let us have an equipment for gil officers, men and occa- 
sions, and let the wearing of the saber in the field be 
expressly prohibifed. : 

5. Go back to the company garden. ‘The present 
post garden was an annex of the general mess. The 
main building has been torn down but the annex remains 
—a relic. 

6. Re-write and modernize the Infantry Drill Reg- 
ulations and Troops in Campaign. ‘The essential points 
of Bachelor’s book on Infantry fire should be revised 
and incorporated in the next edition of the Small Arms 
Firing Regulations. “ 
eThe subjects that troops of the line should be 
taught, theoretically and practically, should be laid 
down in orders, with approximate time limit for each, 
and the list should include target practice, first aid, and 
signaling. In this way things will move with some 
uniformity throughout the Army, but nobody's indi- 
viduality will suffer. Department and post commanders 
can arrange details of the year’s course, as now. 

8. Cease taking away from the soldier three dollars 
a year for the Soldier’s Home. He needs it and the 
Home doesn’t. 

9. Give the non-commissioned officers of the line 
more pay. ‘They earn it. The best ones, whom we want 
to keep, will often re-enlist in some other company 
as privates, so little do they value the chevrons. Ir 
the Engineer battalions a non-com. clings to his warrant 
for dear life, even Gonsh S may have to wait years 

or promotion. He gets big pay. 
. 10. Have the squads arranged in barracks as they 


are in ranks, under the same officers. 

11, Revise the allowance of stationery and give 
a post commander the same as his quartermaster, viz; 
what he needs. If stationery were issued on a form 
something like that now used for sales of fuel, etc., the 
quartermaster would be saved an immense number o- 
vouchers to his return,

PROMOTION OUT OF COURSE. 


The discussion in the House on the bill to promote 
Major Gorgas, of the Medical Department, to the rank 
of lieutenant colonel, which became a law, as we noted 
at the time, led to some interesting statements of opin- 
ion on the general subject of the promotion of officers 
out of course. 

Mr. Steele said: “My opinion is that it is a bad 
precedent to come to Congress with the recommendation 
that a man should be promoted over his superior offi- 
cer every time an officer of the Army has done his duty 
and seems to have done it very well. There-is a way 
of having officers doing their duty, whether they wish 
to or not, and if they are not efficient, or if they do not 
desire to do their whole duty, to muster them out of the 
Service of the Government on account of their inef- 
ficiency. It is a rank injustice to give one officer an 


opportunity to merit promotion. The officer who has 
been favored with an opportunity is caeapanrcy Apes 
another officer by lack of opportunity can not pro- 
moted. It is absolutely ate -y Nine times out of ten 
where officers were kept from Cuba it was against their 
will. They wanted to go over there. They wanted an 
opportunity to fight and show what was in them. Now, 





- because they were denied this opportunity and others 


were allowed to go, the officers who got the favor over- 
slaughed those who would have liked to have had the 
opportunity in many cases. As brave men as ever did 
duty pews been thus overslaughed. I do not believe it 
is rig 

Mr. Lessler said: “The pigeonholes of the committee 
are filled with two classes of bills. One is for men who 
have been thrown out of one branch of this Government's 
armed force who desire to override the decision of the 
officers who tried them and threw them out and to get 
back through Congressional aid, and the other is a set 
of bills to either promote men, give them more pay, or 
give them medals for doing their duty. Now, I am glad

Mr. Parker spoke in favor of the biil, sayi part: 
“During the years that I have served n the Committee 
on Military Affairs I have been invincibly opposed to 
special bills for the promotion of officers of Army 
unless they were recommended by the Executive. To 
allow officers to come here on their own behalf—to w 
for themselves for promotion by act of x 
they do not come themselves, to get their fi to pro- 
cure such action, would demoralize any military service 
in the world. On the other hand, to interfere with or 
restrict the right and duty of the ecutive to 
distinguished, extraordinary, and valuable services to the 
country by recommending to Congress special officers to 
be rewarded for such extraordinary service, would be to 
take away from the Army one great incentive to special 
zeal and efficiency in that service, * * We are 
asked to recognize and reward service in averting what 
may be more dreaded than war—‘the pestilence that 
walks in darkness.’ If we desire zeal and efficiency in 
the service of this corps, let us not turn our backs*\>>" 
the recommendation of him who in his seat as Command- 
er-in-Chief of our. Army and Navy is trying to give to 
this country the best service that it has ever saewe: 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that he regretted being pelled 
to oppose a bill to promote a man who has rendered meri- 
torious service, but that its passage would do gross in- 
justice to other men, He said, referring to Colonel 
Havard: “If the bill passes, this man, who is the su- 
perior officer of Major Gorgas and under whom r 
Gorgas performed his work, will become the inferior of 
Major Gorgas.

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ARMY PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 

This has been a week of promotions and retirements of 
general officers of the Army and many changes of great 
importance to the personnel of the Service have taken 
place. On April 11, Major Gen. Robert P. Hughes, com- 
manding the Department of California, retired because of 
age, and Inspector Gen. Joseph C. Breckinridge was pro- 
moted to the grade of major general and retired, to be fol- 
lowed by Q.M. Gen. Marshall I. Ludington, who also at- 
tained the grade of major general to be immediately re- 
tired. Brig. Gen. James F. Wade succeeded General Lud- 
ington to the grade of major general and Col. Charles F. 
Humphrey was promoted to be Quartermaster General of 
the Army. Quartermaster General Ludington was born 
in Pennsylvania July 4, 1839, and entered the Army in 
1862. He was a colonel in the Volunteer QQuartermaster’s 
Department at the age of twenty-tive years and attaine! 
the brevet rank of brigadier general during the Civil War 
for meritorious services. He has always served in the 
Quartermaster’s Department, and with great credit. Gen- 
eral Ludington was appointed Quartermaster General of 
the Army but twelve days before the destruction of the 
Maine in Havana harbor, and has since had active service 
in that capacity. His work in equipping the immense 
Army in the Spanish War and later in the Chinese cam- 
paign deserves the greatest praise and it was largely for 
this duty that the President decided to promote him be- 
fore retirement to the grade of major general. (General 
Ludington retired April 13, 1903, and will be succeeded 
as Quartermaster General by Colonel] Humphrey. 

Brigadier General George H. Burton this week suc- 
ceeds General Breckinridge as inspector General of 
the Army and has been relieved from duty as Inspector 
General on the staff of Major General Chaffee, com- 
manding the Department of the Kast. The appoint- 
ment of General Burton is a very acceptable one to the 
officers of his corps and to the Army generally. He has 
a fine record as an officer, as was shown by the brief 
record of his service which we published last week. 
He is a thorough soldier, an accomplished gentleman, a 
man of exceptional ability, and as he does not retire 
for age until 1907, he still has time to do effective 
work in his new position. Aside from his special qual- 
itications for his new office, he was the senior officer of 
which entitled 


his corps, after General Breckinridge, : 
him to the position. His work in Cuba, during 
the military octupation of that island by _ the 


troops of this country, won for him a high place in the 
esteem of his fellow officers and made him the only log- 
ical selection fof the position of Inspector General of 
the Army. 

The long and honorable service of Peter D. Vroom, 
who followed next after General Burton on the list of 
colonels, was recognized by his promotion to Brigadier 
General on his retirement three years in advance of 
his age limit. General Vroom is a veteran of the Civil 
War, having served over three years as a lieutenant and 
adjutant of the 1st N. J. Infantry and as major of the 
2d N. J. Cavalry prévious to appointment as 2d lieuten- 
ant of the 3d Cavalry, Feb. 23, 1866. He was appointed 
Major and Inspector General Dee. 10, 1888. He re- 
veived the brevet of Lieut. Colonel and Colonel of Vol- 
uuteers for gallant and meritorious services during the 
war. Because of his very excellent services Colonel 
Vroom was given the opportunity by the President 
of retiring as a brigadier general in the line or 
as the head of his department. He chose the latter. 

Gen. Joseph ©. Breckinridge, who now retires with 
the rank of Major General, has been in the Inspector 
General's Department since June 19, 1881, and the 
head of the corps since June 30, 1889. He is a native 
of Maryland and was appointed from Kentucky a 2d 
lieutenant of the 2d Artillery during the Civil. War, 
April 14, 1862, nine months before he reached his ma- 
jority. He received the brevet of captain for gallant 
and meritorious service during the battle in front of 
Atlanta and that of major for gallant and meritorious 
service during the war. In a personal letter, express- 
ing regret at his retirement, one who has served under 
General Breckinridge, says: “When I look back to 
the character of the men we had in old Battery B, 2 
Artillery, when 1 joined it at Fort Foote, and to the 
conditions of soldier life in those days, and compare 
them with what exists to-day, 1 see ali along the line 
of years the marks left by you; many of the better- 
ments may, in my opinion, be traced to your sugges- 
tions and influence. Among the salient marks may be 
mentioned the younger men, the better and more thorough 
iuspetlion methods, officers in command of troops know- 
ing promptly the nature of inspector’s criticisms, aban- 
donment of Sunday inspections and tatoo roll calls, giv- 
ing the men more time to themselves without injury to 
the service; your voice in favor of better material and 
methods has, 1 believe, been instrumental in raising 
the standard of living and of life among the enlisted 
men generally.” Speaking of these days, an old soldier 
of General Breckinridge’s command says: “His repu- 
tation as a company commander was so good that at 
one time he had no less than sixteen ex-sergeants in 
his battery—men who had been made sergeants in other 
organizations, but had re-enlisted as privates in Major 
Breckinridge’s battery.” His was the first artillery 
company that had systematic practice, Captain Breck- 
inridge. as he was then, furnishing the prizes. He was 
himself the best shot in the battery. He was also one 
of the first officers in the Army who, after the Civil 
War, regularly and systematically practised his men in 
the bayonet exercise and made it a feature of parades 
widely talked about.” 

Col. Thomas T. Knox, U.S.A., Inspector General, who 
retired April 13, after thirty-five years’ service, was born 
in Tennessee and appointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A., 
July 1, 1867, graduating as a 2d lieutenant, June 12, 
1871, and was assigned to the Ist Cavalry. He reached 
his captaincy, Jan. 23, 1889, and was transferred to the 
6th Cavalry in October, 1898, and during the same year 
was appointed major and inspector general. ’ 

Brig. Gen. Jared A. Smith, U.S.A., retired on April 14, 
after forty years’ service, was appointed a cadet at the 
U.SMA., July 1, 1858, and graduated as a 2d lieutenant 
and was assigned to the Corps of Engineers, June 17, 
1862. Fer gallant and meritorious services in the battle 
of Cedar Mountain, Va., he received the brevet of Ist 
lieutenant. and for gallant and meritorious services dur- 
ing the War of the Rebellion he received_the brevet of 
major.

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

The fierce battle between the column of United States 
troops under command of Capt. John J. Pershing, 15th 
U.S. Cavalry, and the Bacolod Moros, Island of Min- 
danao, brief mention of which was made in these columns 
last week, is officially described in the following report 
tc the War Department by Major Gen. George W. 
Davis, U.S.A., commanding the Division of the Philip- 
pines, under date of April 11: “In pursuance of my 
orders based upon the recommendation of Brig. Gen. Sam- 
uel S. Sumner, Capt. John J. Pershing started April 6 
for exploration of the west coast of Lake Lanao. He 
visited many of the Dattos per invitation. The Bacolod 
Moros have persistently defied us since we reached the 
lake and have kept war flags flying over their forts, 
which were reported the strongest on the lake. Re- 
peated efforts were made to induce the Sultan to come 
to Camp Vicars for a friendly talk, but he never came. 
When Captain Pershing approached the fort last Mon- 
day he was fired upon and two men were severely 
wounded. ‘There was nothing left but to overcome the 
resistance. The place was very strong, surrounded by a 
ditch thirty feet deep. The first attack drove the de- 
fenders out of the exterior trench. On April 8 the fort 
was assaulted and the ditch crossed, under fire, over a 
bamboo bridge made by the troops. The walls of the 
fert were scaled; the Moros inside defending the place 
desperately. By 2 p. m. our troops were in full posses- 
sion. Many of the Moros were killed. Compete list of 
our casualities: Eleven wounded. Seven cannon, four 
lantakas and many other captured arms. * * * * * 
Previous study of the situation, careful preparation and 
disposition accounts for the small loss to our troops, so 
ably defended by Captain Pershing. He has moved for- 
ward to complete his exploration, and visit the friend- 
lies, his objective point being Marahui, where I have 
forwarded supplies from Pantar, near the outlet to the 
lake. I spent last night there. The work on the Lligan 
road is in good condition and progressing favorably. In 
a month wagons will be able to reach Marahui from 
there. Am leaving for Jolo to-night.” 

Unofficial reports of the fight above described state 
that when the engagement began Capt. William McNair, 
U.S.A., commanding the 25th Battery of Field Artillery, 
and Capt. George W. Kirkpatrick, U.S.A., commanding 
Troop L, 15th Cavalry, were ordered to charge the 
enemy's stronghold. The artillery shelled the fort and 
silenced the enemy’s fire, and the infantry and dismounted 
cavalry, under the cover of Captain McNair’s battery, 
made a splendid charge across a moat thirty feet wide 
and forty feet deep. They scaled the earth works and 
fought all the surviving Moros, using their bayonets 
against the krisses and broad swords of the Bacolodians. 
Prisoners who were taken state that the Moros had 
been working for nearly a year strengthening this fort, 
which was Bacolod’s main stronghold and which has 
now been completely demolished. 

Despatches of April 15, from Mindanao state that 
cholera has appeared among the troops of Captain Persh- 
ing’s command. Five cases and several suspects have 
heen sent to the hospital at Camp Vicars. 

Capt. John R. M. Taylor, 14th U.S. Infantry, who 
served in the Philippines during and after the insur- 
rection, has found among the papers captured from the 
Filipinos and now in possesion of the War Department, 
a document written by Aguinaldo authorizing the assas- 
sination of Major Gen. Elwell Otis, who was at the 
time in command of the Division of the Philippines. 
The paper is not signed, but Captain Taylor is familiar 
with Aguinaldo’s writing, having several letters and doc- 
uments that were admittedly written by him, and is con- 
fident that the order for the assassination of General 
Otis was written by the insurgent chief. It is as fol- 
lows: ‘“‘Leberino kotionka, Feliciano de Cruz, commis- 
sioned to kill Gen. Otis.” * 

Mariano Llanera. said to be a former general officer of 
the insurgent forces and until recently an exile on the 
island of Guam. has been arrested in Pampanga Prov- 
ince. Luzon. He joined the revolutionary organization 
and accepted a commission from that body. The con- 
stabulary captured his commission and other incrimin- 
at'ng documents. Lianera will be charged with brig- 
andage and possibly with treason, as he took the oath 
of allegiance when he left Guam. 

The Secretary of War has received the following des- 
patch from Governor Taft of the Philippines under date 
of April 15: “Stood trip well. Rode horseback twenty- 
five miles to 5.U00 feet altitude. Hope my ailment is 
cured. This is a great province. It is only 150 miles 
from Manila, with the air as bracing as the Adirondacks 
or Murray Bay. Only pines and grass lands. Temper- 
ature in this the hottest month in the Philippines, in 
my cottage porch, at 3 in the afternoon, 68. Fires are 
necessary night and morning.

Chamberlaine, Inspector General’s Department, is not 
eligible for appointment as a colonel on the General 
Staff for the reason that he cannot be promoted to the 
grade of colonel under the provisions of the Act of Con- 
egress of March 2, 1901. The provision of the act re- 
ferred to reads: ‘That upon the occurence of a vacancy 
in the grade of colonel in Inspector General’s Department 
after the present lieutenant colonels therein shall have 
been promoted or retired, such vacancy shall not be 
filled, and thereafter the number of officers authorized 





for that department shall be as_ follows: Three 
Iuspectors General with the rank of colonel.” The 
vacancy in the grade of lieutenant colonel to 


which Chamberlaine was promoted from major occurred 
March 1, 1901, but he was not actually given recess ap- 
pointment to the office of the Inspector General with 
rank of lieutenant colonel until March 11, 1901.

Commanding officers will report by name any officer 
who has not in his possession or readily available to him 
Army Regulations, text books, manuals and the orders 
above referred to. 

It is specially enjoined upon all concerned that it is not 
the purpose of the department commander to re-iterate 
annually, in future, the requirements of Regulations. 
orders and instructions relating to their specific duties 
and obligations imposed and prescribed therein. Effi- 
cient instruction and administration require commanding 
officers to fully inform themselves in respect of the 
Do ment of their subordinates for the proper discharge 
of their duties, in which connection the provisions of 
Regulations, orders, instructions, text books, manuals, 
ete., are of first importance, both for the commanding 
officer and the subordinate, as proficiency can only be 


attained ‘by a thorough knowledge of, and full com- 
eee with, aa text. :

what they should be. It is the duty of company officers 
to carefully examine the condition and quantity of cloth. 
ing in the possession of a soldier before additional articles 
are issued to him. 

General Chaffee then prescribes general and special 
instructions to be followed as to the post schools, miu- 
tary signaling, physical training, dress parade, general 
regulations, small arms practice, drills, practice marches, 
— tactics, and special instructions for Coast and Field

The labor organizations which have attempted to in- 
terfere with work at the New York Navy Yard have 
been taught a much needed lesson of subordination to 
authority. Of course no interference by trade unionists 
with government work under the direction of officers 
of the Navy or Army can be tolerated for a moment. 
Those officers have certain duties to perform and will 
perform them regardless of all questions of politics or 
expediency. There will be no temporizing with labor 
leaders when they come into conflict with the military 
authority. No policy of intimidation or terrorism will 
avail them in the slightest degree. Capable men who 
are willing to do the work required at the New York 
Navy Yard will be protected in their rights by all need- 
ful ‘measures, and the labor agitator who attempts to 
harm them will do so at his peril. Their action in 
Brooklyn is not only in violation of law but is a direct 
breach of good faith, When Congress authorized 
the construction of the battleships Louisiana 
and Connecticut, and, in response to petitions from 
the labor unions, stipulated that one of them, 
the Connecticut, should be ‘built in a Govern- 
ment yard, it was on a distinct pledge that there should 
be no interference in the work on the part of the labor

THE NDPW NAVY AND THE OLD. 

There are officers still in our Navy who recall the days 
when in some of our old ships of war the middies messed 
in the gun room and slept on the orlop deck, gloomy by 
day and so ghostly at night that there were veracious 
stories of spirits flitting silently among the shadows. No 
warmth was to be obtained in the steerage in those days 
except by heating a hot shot and dropping it into a bucket 
of sand around which the frozen youngsters huddled to- 
gether to keep each other warm. The vile odor of cock- 
roaches was well known to those who sailed in ships kept 
long in torrid climes and the blended smells of rum, tar, 
bean soup and tobacco were familiar on all vessels. Im- 
pure water taken from casks and tanks was all the drink 
to be had at sea, except the grog which improved the 
flavor of the water if it did not lessen its potency. The 
butter tasted of the oak keg in which it was packed, and 
rusty salt junk, tough and indigestible, rancid pork and 
animated hard-tack, in which weevils disputed with other 
bugs for the right of possession, were the chief items in 
the daily bill of fare. 

Before the days of the United States Naval Academy 
the novitiate sailors at the Philadelphia Naval School 
with their modest “nineteen and one,” were put to hard 
shifts to make a decent appearance in society. We are told 
of their forming a clothing syndicate and stocking their 
wardrobe with a few suits of “cits” which were common 
property and were worn by the favored ones While the 
unlucky remained at home to nourish their regrets be- 
cause they could not dance and flirt with the pretty girls 
ashore. As the clothes were not adapted to all figures, 
short youngsters had to take a reef in the trousers owing 
to the inflexible brevity ef their legs; the flat-chested 
resorting to the dishonesty of padding, and the buttons 
on the precious joint-stock clothing were often subjected 
to a dangerous strain by youngsters disposed to girth 
rather than to length. And life long coolness among the 
officers of the old Navy could be traced to the heart 
burnings awakened by the failure of the attempts to so 
distribute the wearing of, the mess. wardrobe that every- 
pody should be satisfied. 

How the sailor of the old time with his pig-tail would 
rub his eyes if he weré to appear aboard one of our mod- 
ern battle ships, and how he would sniff at our modern 
devices to increase the comfort of the men in the fore 
castle. He would find more comfort aboard ship, more 
conveniences, but would he find more content? What 
would be his decision as to the actual improvement when 
it came to considering the question of the conditions that 
make an efficient naval personnel? Perhaps he might 
advisé us that our progress has been too rapid in the 
direction of the multiplication of improvements; that we 
were in danger of losing some of the toughness of fibre 
which was developed by the harsher conditions of the 
olden time. If he looked for the ne’er-do-wells of the 
Navy he would not find them lashed to the gratings taking 
their dose of the cat but feeding fat from Uncle Sam's 
well-stocked larder in some comfortable prison, and after 
a brief term of confinement taking service in an- 
other vessel with a higher rating. He would 
find desertion. regarded in civilian circles as merely 
such a breach of contract as is found in civil life when 
the laborer “skips his job,” vacating a pla¢e whicu 
another equally good man stands ready to fill at a day’s 
notice, and a benevolent Congress condoning the offense 
altogether in the man who is lucky enough to keep beyond 
the reach of the law for a couple of years. 

We need a Navy composed «f men contented with the 
conditions of sea life, or at least at home among them 
Are we getting such men? Our modern man-of-war's 
man drinks less grog, is perhaps more choice in his 
language, and has refinements unknown to the rough and 
ready tar of our forefather’s day, but in what other 
respects is he an improvement on the sailor of the olden 
day? We do not undertake to answer our question, for 
we address it to men far more competent than we are to 
determine the fact in the light of actual experience. We 
may venture to suggest, however, that some of the essen- 
tial factors upon which the comfort of officers and mev 
depend remain unchanged. It is as true as ever that “a 
good captain makes a happy ship.” Exact and even 
handed justice, in the administration of discipline, a con 
sideration for the personal needs and the personal feel- 
ings of those under one’s command, so far as the obli- 
gations of duty will permit, the sense of humanity which 
shows itself in little things not included in the prescrip 
tions of the Regulations; all of these are of more im- 
portance in securing content in the Navy than the multi 
plication of Congressional enactments which seek to 
soften the conditions of naval service without taking 
into considerations those conditions as they really are. 

It is contended that the character of our Navy per- 
sonnel has so changed that naval discipline must be 
modified to adapt it to a class of men who will not sub- 
mit to,-and do not require, the sort of treatment to 
which the sailor of the olden time was subjected. How- 
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ever this may be, the Navy Department appears to be 
convinced of the fact and has issued orders accordingly. 
We are now dependent for the recruitment of the Navy 
largely upon boys who have had no preliminary train- 
ing in the merchant service and whose display of ignor- 
ance of the conditions of sea service is not to be harshly 
treated aS an intentional disobediente of orders. With 
their independence of character and their higher intelli- 
gence they can be developed into a superior order of sea- 
men if their introduction to naval routine and discipline 
is made easy for them by considerate treatment.

GENERAL OFFICERS OF THE SPANISH WAR. 

Many changes have occurred among the general offi- 
cers of the Army since the termination of the Spanish 
wor, and it is interesting to note the officers who are now 
holding the higher grades and to see how they first ob- 
tained the opportunity to distinguish them@®ives as gen- 
eral officers. In this connection we are able, this week, 
to give a little of the thus far unwritten history of the 
Army appointments made at the outbreak of hostilities 
between this country and Spain. immediately after the 
breaking out of the Spanish-American War, and follow- 
ing the organization of the Volunteers, the pressure upon 
lresident McKinley for the appointment of general offi- 
cers from civil life was very great, as against those 
from the Regular Army. To relieve himself of this em- 
jorrassment, he called upon the Adjutant General for 
recommendations from among officers of the Army, and 
the appointments below, were made, very much to the 
disappointment of the numerous candidates outside of 
the Army. ‘The names of Wilson, of Delaware; Sewell, 
of New Jersey; Lee, of Virginia, and Wheeler of Ala- 
bama, were added by the President by his own motion. 
I: is well known to those informed that all the other 
»ppointments were made upon the recommendation of 

e Adjutant General, and based upon the efficiency and 
the records of the officer’s services. 

An interesting incident occurred at the White House 

ortly after the engagements about Santiago. One of 
the cabinet officers remarked: “How soon we become 

quainted with the names of Shafter, Bates, Hawkins, 
Kent, Sumner, Young, Lawton and Chaffee, and how 
uch the country owes these men, and how suddenly 
ey have impressed themselves upon the minds of every 
patriotic citizen.” The President turned to the speaking 
inister and others present and said: “It is true that 

» owe these gentlemen a debt of gratitude,” and he 
further said: “We owe, too, no little to the officer who 
introduced these men to me, for every general that you 
hame was appointed by me solely upon the recommenda- 
tion of General Corbin, and I now wish to thank him 
for that very great service.” ,

THAT SECRET NAVAL BULLETIN. 


We owe acknowledgements for duplicate copies of sev- 
ral of the monthly issues of the Confidential Bulletin 
of Information to which we recently referred. As they 
ome to us from different sources, with full permission 
» use them as we may think proper, we infer that the 
ficers of the Navy are not greatly impressed with this 
itroductory statement which appeared in each number 


f the Bulletin: 

“This bulletin is issued from time to time by_ the 
sureau of Navigation for the purpose of keeping officers 
iformed as to the work in progress in the different 
ureaus. of the Department, the Gun Foundry, Torpedo 
school, Naval Proving Ground, and on the various sta- 
ions of the United States naval forces. It may contain 
iso certain confidential information from abroad which 
annot be published in the General Information Series 
if the Office of Naval Intelligence. The value and suc- 
cess of this bulletin depends upon rigid compliance with 
the most self-evident precautions. While there are many 
tems merely of news and not confidential, yet it is 
lesired that even the existence of thi# publication be not 
lluded to publicly. Copies should not be handled by 
ervants, or left around at any time, but particularly 
during the visits of foreign cers, newspaper corres- 
ondents or strangers; nor should any of its contents 
e given out for publication or publicly discussed. When 
not being read these bulletins should be under lock and 
key. Chiefs of bureaus, commandants of naval stations, 
‘ommanding officers of ships, and all others to whom 
opies are sent as senior officer present, should exercise 
. direct supervision over the issue of them. In order that 
the object for which the bulletin is issued may not be 
defeated, it is directed that officers in command, to whom 
copies are sent, shall communicate them to officers under 
their pK. fy permitting the latter to make such 
notes or clippings as they may desire, but requiring all 
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copies to be turned in the before the 
ge of the next succeeding number. Of es 
all 1 be destroyed except one complete copy, which 
which shall be kept on file in the safe with the con- 
fidential publications of the Office of Naval Intelligence, 
in order that it may be consulted by the officers, by per- 
mission of the commanding officer.’ 


The contents of the Bulletins we have examined are 
not such as te tempt us to violate this impressive admo- 
nition to secrecy. The monthly statement, for example, 
of the state of forwardness of naval vessels under con- 
struction becomes hoary with antiquity in its circula- 
tion through the press before it appears in the Confi- 
dential Bulletin. Though much of the matter is re- 
hashed from articles previously published, the editors 
of the Bulletin are not always as careful as they should 
be to observe “the courtesy of the press” in the matter 
of giving credit, though we observe that the Bnglish- 
United Service Magazine does get credit for a table show- 
ing the results of prize target practice in the British 
Asiatic Squadron. If any of our readers, not admitted 
to the confidence of the Bulletin, has a curiosity to see 
it, we recommend that he apply to any one of the Naval 
secretaries connected with the foreign legations in 
Washington.

With a somewhat bruta] frankness the Norfolk Vir- 
ginian-Pilot says: “It is from every point of view de- 
sirable that our relations with Germany should be those 
of frank antagonism. Politically and commercially, 
Germany is our enemy—the one enemy with 
whom we need concern ourselves; for England, 
while secretly hostile, lives on our bread and 
meat. and will, therefore, never provoke hostilities. 
Of course in saying that the relations of the 
United States with Germany should be frankly antag- 
onistic we do not mean to say that the United States 
should seek a conflict with Germany. Quite the con- 
trary. War is brutal, inhuman, wasteful, and a dis- 
grace to humanity. What we mean is that the Ameri- 
can people should be brought to understand that Ger- 
many is the enemy of our country—that they should not 
be deceived by hypocritical blandishments whose pur- 
pose is deception. For Germany is trying the same game 
with us it played successfully on France. The only 
difference is that the scene is changed from land to sea. 
Bismarck waited till Germany was superior to France on 
land, then he provoked hostilities. Emperor William 
has been trying to soft-soap Americans until Germany's 
naval armament is superior to ours. Then his scheme 
of territorial aggrandisement in South America is to be 
undertaken. After all, what do Americans care for 
Germany’s friendship? Absolutely nothing. All we ask 
of Germany is that it mind its own ess. The United 
States and Germany have nothing tever in common. 
Anything that helps to a popular understanding of that 
fact is to be applauded.” There is no doubt that in this 
the Virginian-Pilot expresses what is the general senti- 
ment among the officers of our Government, the mem- 
bers of Congress, the officers of our Navy and all who 
are well informed concerning the relations of Germany 
te this country. Referring to what has been said in 
these columns at the time of the visit of the German 
Prince shows that we have from the first refused to be 
misled by spurious profession of friendship and good 
will which seem to us to be obviously designed to 
mislead, inasmuch as they are pot reconcilable with 
Germany’s action toward us. There is great significance 
in the snarling comments in the German papers about 
the recent remarks of Admiral Dewey on the German 
Navy. 








We publish elsewhere in these columns a chapter of 
hitherto undisclosed history which completely frees 
the 7th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., from the calumny and 
injustice to which it was subjected during and after the 
Spanish War. These official documents absolutely re- 
fute the charge that the 7th refused to volunteer 
for service wherever reguired, and show that it was 
honored by the Secretary of War with an invitation to 
become part of a column of 25,000 volunteers for a pro- 
jected assault upon Havana—ap invitation that was 
eagerly, unconditionally accepted by the unanimous vote 
of its officers. The patriotic spirit and attitude of the 
regiment during that whole period were thoroughly under- 
stood and appreciated by President McKinley, by Sec- 
retary Alger, by Lieutenant General Miles and by Gen. 
Guy V. Henry, Gen. Fitzhugh Lee and other corps and 
division commanders. But when the first inquiry was 
made as to the willingness of the regiment to volunteer, 
its officers were enjoined to “perfect silence” on the sub- 
ject, and that obligation has been sacredly observed 
through five long years of misrepresentation and slander. 
Throughout that whole period of cruel wrong the officers 
and men of the Seventh, conscious of their loyalty and 
rectitude, have maintained an attitude of soldierly dig- 
nity and self respect which is worthy of the highest 
praise. In the light of the truth as officially disclosed 
after a review on the evening of April 15, the 7th 
stands vindicated before the world, its purpose and mo- 
tive fully justified to the nation and its honor resplend- 
ent as the noon-day sun. To Col. Daniel Appleton, the 
gallant commander of the 7th and to the officers 
and men of that regiment, we extend our heartiest con- 
gratulations upon this happy deliverance from a position 
of painful embarrassment in which they were placed 
through no fault of their own. The Anmy AND Navy 
JourNAL haying from the outset contended that time and 
truth would place the command before the public in its 
proper light, modestly claims the privilege of joining 
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with its members iu rejoicing in thelr righteous 
triumph. x - 


While the acquisition of sites for two United States 
naval stations on the coast of Cuba and the availability 
for similar purposes of Culebra Island, off the souther- 
most point of Porto Rico, minimize the importance of 
the proposed purchase of the Danish West Indies, there 
is an increasing likelihood that the last named project 
may yet be accomplished. The treaty ceding these is- 
lands to the Government at Washington; after being 
ratified by the United States Senate, was defeated in 
the Folksthing, the upper branch of the Danish parlia- 
ment, by two or three votes cast by men entirely op- 
posed to the real sentiment of the Danish people. Fol- 
lowing that action, the Danish government appointed a 
Royal Commission to visit the islands to devise means 
for improving the condition of their inhabitants, im- 
provements which it was hoped to effect through a re- 
adjustment of official salaries, a revision of the customs 
dues and the establishment of direct steamship communi- 
cation with Denmark. This commission has completed 
its tour of investigation in the islands and, according to 
press despatches, its members are greatly disappointed 
with the conditions they encountered. It is thought 
that the report of this commission will cause'a great re- 
vival in Denmark of sentiment in favor of ceding the 
islands to the United States, and inasmuch as the time 
allowed for exchanging ratifications of the cession does 
not expire until July 1, it is believed that if a special 
session of the Folksthing is held before that date the 
treaty will certainly be ratified. There seems to be no 
doubt that public sentiment in the islands as well-as in 
Denmark is strongly in favor of the proposed transfer. 
It remains to be seen, therefore, whether a transaction 
so obviously in the interest of the inhabitants of: the 
Danish West Indies can be defeated by a few aristo- 
erats and reactionaries in Denmark, added, possibly, by 
the secret influence of a larger and more ambitious power 
of continental Europe. 
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Major General Chaffee, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of the Hast, in an order which we publish else- 
where, admonishes officers to familiarize themselves with 
the requirements of regulations, and the obligation im- 
posed upon them, and among other things he states that 
he has observed during a recent inspection of many of 
the posts in the Department that company administra- 
tion is lax (for which post commanders are, in a.meas- 
ure, responsible), through failure to enforce careful at- 
tention to the important details thereof by company of- 
ficers. He also says: “Dirty and disorderly barracks, 
ceilings blackened by lamp smoke, walls disfigured and 
plaster broken by soldiers’ feet and the careless handling 
of furniture, excessive quantities and many unnecessary 
articles of clothing in the possession of the mén, general 
absence of any system in folding and packing bedding 
and clothing and similar neglects evidence inattention 
te company administration, with resultant conditions 
much inferior to what they should be. It is the duty 
of company officers to carefully examine the condition 
and quantity of clothing in the possession of a soldier 
before additional articles are issued to him.” 

During the past winter months $4,500,000 has been 
appropriated for new armories in New York City. On 
a fire-proof armory, to replace that of the 71st Régiment 
destroyed by fire, $650,000 is to be expended and $1,500,- 
000 for the armory of the 69th Regiment, bounded by 
25th and 26th streets Fourth and Lexington avenues. 
The armory of Troop C in Brooklyn is to cost over 
$500,000 and that of the 2d Naval Battalion on the water 
front $350,000. It will have a dock for boat drills 
and an out-door drill ground. The 2d Battery hopes to 
have an armory costing $500,000 to be located probably 
in the Bronx, where the 8th regiment also hopes to 
have an armory, and then Squadroon A. would be able 
to have the old armory of the 8th in addition to its 
present quarters, which would give it an entire block 
for armory purposes, 
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It is stated that the Kaiser is about to set himself the 
task of inventing some sailor phrases for the German 
navy. Hitherto, save that a fighting top is designated 
“Mars.” and bow and stern “Bug” and “Heck,” the 
German navy has lacked anything on a par with Bn- 
glish purely nautical terms, such as “abaft,” “abeam,” 
“killick,” “gadget,”’ and so forth. Instead, military ex- 
pressions have been borrowed—hence the “soldiers at sea” 
plaint against the German navy, the Wngineer says.

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A CHAPTER OF WAR HISTORY. 


At a supper following the review of the 7th Regi- 
ment, N.G.N.Y., by Senator Depew at the Armory in 
New York, Wednesday evening, April 15, Col. Daniel 
Appleton for the first time presented to the public the 
true history of the relations of his regiment to the Span- 
ish War. Colonel Appleton said: 

“This regiment was directed to be silent in 1898, and 
a more perfect exhibition of discipline could not be mad= 
in that respect than the soldierly attitude of every offi- 
cer and man on its rolls at that time. Mr, Depew par- 
ticipated in a part of these events, and to-night we would 
publicly recognize our appreciation of his service at that 
time. These facts are. documentary, and as follows: 
On the 18th day of April, 1898, L received at the hands 
of an officer on the staff of General Roe a copy order as 
follows : 

“Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, 280 Broadway, New York: 

“Sir: The Governor directs that you immediately quietly 
find out from the C.O,. of Cavalry, Artillery and intantry 
whether their respective organizations are willing to 
volunteer for U.S. service anywhere the President sends 
them, understanding that they will recruit up to the 
required U.S. strength, and those that cannot volunteer 
to be honorably discharged without prejudice. For an 
organization to be entitled to go probably 60 or 70 per 
cent. must volunteer. He directs that every one in- 
structed to keep perfect silence on the subject, this last 
must be imperative. Telegraph result as fast as you 
learn it. 1 personally will attend to the 3d and 4th Bri- 
gades. Respectfully, 

“C. WHITNEY TILLINGHAST, 24, 
“Adjutant General.”’ 


On the following day, after a meeting of officers of 
this regiment, I made the following report: 

“April 19, 1898. 
“Major Gen. Charles F. Roe: 

“Sir: IL have the honor to report that the opinions 
of my officers, just obtained, enable me to say that the 
ith Regiment will unhesitatingly volunteer or respond 
to the call of the President for any duty that may be 
required, but their circumstances are such that a time 
of service should be fixed. Respectfully, 

“DANIEL APPLETON, Coionel.” 


“I reported a strength of 70 per cent., at least. On 
the 25th of April the Secretary of War telegraphed re- 
garding the call of the President of the United States 
tor 125,000 Volunteers that he wished ‘that the regiments 
of the National Guard or State militia shall be used.’ 
One day later | was directed to assemble the regiment, 
and ‘by an individual expression, freely and voluntarily 
given, to learn how many officers and enlisted men de- 
clare to be mustered into the service or the United States 
for the term of two years, unless sooner discharged, to 
serve where ordered by the proper authorities.’ That 
order was obeyed, and a voluntary vote upon the ques- 
tion submitted was made by officers and men. The posi- 
tion of the regiment being then persistently misunder- 
stood, Mr. Depew and General Fitzgerald delivered into 
the hands of the late lamented President McKinley my 
letter of appeal to be permitted to show the zeal and 
patriotism of the regiment. This was on May 2. The 
answer of the President was that he appreciated the 
patriotism of the regiment and would do what he could 
to give us an opportunity to show it. Within a week 
Senator Depew brought to New York a personal and 
confidential message from Secretary of War Alger, to the 
effect that Havana was to be the point of immediate as- 
sault, that 50,000 troops were wanted at once, that 25,- 
(00 Volunteers were required, and would the 7th Regi- 
ment, N.G.N.Y., be a part of the column? Again the 
officers of the regiment voted unanimously ‘Yes,’ and my 
reply despatched that night by a captain of the regiment 
was as follows: 

“Headquarters Tht Regiment, N.Y.N.Y., 
‘“‘New York, May 10, 1898. 
“The Secretary of War: 


“Sir: am in receipt of your message through Mr. 
Chauncey M. Depew, that the Government might want 
the 7th Regiment for immediate service with the force 


going to the front in Cuba. I have the honor to inform 
you that the 7th Regiment is ready the moment you re- 
quire it. Awaiting your commands, I am, very respect- 


fully, 
“DANIEL APPLETON, Colonel.” 


“It was thought that our chance had come. General 
Miles was present at the interview with Secretary Alger 
and the plan of going on board at New York, and join- 
ing the Army at Tampa was arranged. General Miles 
wrote: 

“The position of the 7th Regiment is fully appreciat- 
ed by me. The Secretary of War telegraphed at my re- 
quest, suggesting that the regiment be allowed to go as 
an organization, because I had very important service 
for them. I made the same representation to the Goyv- 
ernor when he was here, and shail be only too glad to 
have their service.’ 

“The Spanish fleet was, however, located at Santiago, 
and the campaign shifted, although the Governor then 
refused assent to allow the regiment to go as an organiza- 
tion and that incident closed. The regiment was not 
called into service, but its members forthwith obtained 
commissions in the Service in nearly everyone of the 
Volunteer organizations then formed, and upwards of 
200 officers went out, emulating the example of their 
fathers in 1861. The requests for the regiment by offi- 
cers of the Army who knew it were many. Gen. Guy V. 
Henry wrote May 27, 1898: 

1 have been assigned to the Ist Division, 7th Corps, 
Gen. Fitzhugh Lee. General Lee telegraphed to-day tuo 
Secretary of War to have the 7th ‘N.G., N.Y., broughé 
to this post, and assigned to his corps.’ 

“General Lee telegraphed: ‘Is it the intention of the 
7th to enter the Service: think I can have it assigned 
at once to my corps, and would like to have it with me 
very. much.’ 

“Governor Black wrote of the regiment: “They are 
misjudged and misrepresented.” 

“The requests to be included in the second call have 
been fully published, so no necessity exists to refer to 
them. As before 1898 and throughout the Spanish- 
American War, and at the present time, the regiment has 
been, as you see to-night, a unit at the disposition of tha 
authorities, earnest and patriotic, efficient and qualified 
in the soldier’s foremost accomplishment, rifle shooting. 
and never has it faltered or hesitatéd in obedience to any 
order.” 

Senator Depew, in the course of his remarks, briefly 
reviewed the history of the regiment since 1 to the 
present time. He told of his visit to President McKin- 
lev and Secretary of War Alger on behalf of the regi- 
ment, and the confidential plans of the War Board to 
yaake an assault on Havana with 50, troops, of which 
the 7th had volunteered to form a part, and which Col- 
onel Appleton in response to a secret message had re- 
sponded 1,050 men of the regiment would be ready at a 
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moment’s notice “There never was a regiment more 
eager to rush to the call of battle,” said the Senator, 
‘than the 7th and the State should be proud of it, and 
a better example of* discipline in the midst of unjust 
_abuse has never been demonstrated anywhere.” 

“What I have stated,” said Senator Depew, “is a mat- 
ter of official history, kept secret to the detriment of the 
regiment, but now it ought to a as a part of the 
history of the war with Spain.” Senator also made 
other interesting remarks, which we regret space wiil 
not permit us to publish. 
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BURSTING OF THE IOWA’S GUN. 


THe ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL of last week was the 
only paper in the country which gave a correct report 
of the accident to the 12-inch gun which burst on board 
the U.S.S. Iowa, Capt. Thomas Perry, during target 
practice at Pensacola, Fla., Thursday, April 9. Our 
statement that the gun burst on the 128th round and that 
the accident was not due to premature explosion of the 
projectile, which flew toward the target is confirmed by 
the report of the board of investigation which appears be- 
low. % 

It is easy to follow the flight of a projectile if you are 
in the rear of it, and this was the position of Ensign 
Joseph K. Taussig, U.S.N., Boat Umpire, who was in a 
boat in such a position that his line of sight was parallel 
to the flight of the projectile. He is entirely certain that 
what he saw flying toward the target was the complete 
projectile and not a fragment of it or a part of the burst 
gun. This is important testimony and is conclusive as 
to the nature of the accident. Beyond the facts stated 
by the board nothing is known and the cause of the ac- 
cident can only be determined, if at all, by an 
expert examination of the exploded gun and _ the 
fragments of it preserved. It was a comparatively 
old gun, beine number nine in the series of 12- 
inch naval guns and these have been strengthened and 
otherwise improved since it was built. It gave no evi- 
dence of deterioration, and Army 12-inch guns in the 
proof tests have been fired up to 279 rounds. The ques- 
tion has been raised as to the life of these heavy guns, 
but no data is available. The only evidence of their 
deterioration, is found in the erosion of the bore, which 
was absent in this case. It is not correct, as has been 
stated, that fragments of the burst gun weighing one or 
more tons were driven in board. ‘The largest fragment: 
weighed 750 pounds. It is a reassuring circumstance 
that none of the firing party in the turret were injured. 
The killed and wounded were men just sitting down to 
dinner on the deck below, where they would not have 
been during a battle, and had the accident occurred a 
few minutes earlier no one would have been injured. 
One man who was sitting between two of the men who 
were killed escaped with comparatively trifling injuries. 

REPORT OF THE BOARD THAT EXAMINED THE GUN. 
U.S.S. Iowa, Off Pensacola, Fla. April 9, 1903. 

Sir: Having been appointed a board to make immedi- 

ate examination of the conditions following the explosion 
which caused the bursting of the left gun (No. 9) in the 
forward 12-inch turret, we respectfully make the follow- 
ing report: 
_ At about 12:14 p.m., after this gun had successfully 
fired two shots, one for trial and the second for record 
practice, when the third shot was fireu at the target there 
was the usual and immediate explosion of not more than 
normal violence, but it was immediately seen that the 
whole forward chase of the gun had burst, being blown 
outboard and scattering in fragments which were thrown 
violently in all directions. The tube and chase hoop HK 
from the muzzle face aft to the forward end of the chase 
hoop D had entirely disappeared leaving the clean sur- 
face of the joint exposed at forward end of chase hoop D. 
The tube had been broken off about one foot within 
chase hoop D in a comparatively clean and regular break, 
distorting the chase hoop edges where the tube was pulled 
out. The remaining stub of the tube showed no evidence 
of damage in the rifling except that two cracks appeared 
on nearly opposite diameters which extend into the tube 
stub for a distance of about six feet following the rifling 
grooves. 

Around the damaged gun there was no sign whatever 

of excessive pressure; there was no unusual recoil; no 
fiame or escape of gas about the gas checks and primer 
seats; no cutting of pads; no scarring of gas checks 
or gas check seats; the primer extracted perfectly and 
was not scarred by gases; there was no “hang fire” 
whatever. 
_ The whole process of loading and firing this gun dur- 
ing this and previous shots was entirely normal and 
satisfactory, including a recoil and counter recoil opera- 
tions. The gun burst on_its one hundred aid twenty- 
eighth round of firing. The right gun (No. 10) was 
damaged by the bursting of its mate gun, having several 
deep scores and scratches along its chase. The line joint 
between the first and second hoops was opened slightly; 
the paint around the seating of the gun in its saddle was 
cracked, showing strain, and the whole gun had been dis- 
placed to the right far enough (about one inch) to crush 
off a lip of armor at the edge of the gun port, re- 
turning to its approximate position. It is the opinion 
of the board that this (right) gun should not be fired 
until thoroughly examined, tested and aligned. 

The charge used in firing the burst gun was a full 
charge of smokeless powder, index S.P. 124, received on 
board about June 10, 1902, from the Nero at Monte- 
video, and a semi-armor piercing shell from a mixed lot 
in shell rooms, all of which had base plugs and fuses 
reset in red lead recently. The result of the bursting 
of this left gun in the number of killed and injured was 
remarkably limited in_extent, as follows: F. L. Berry, 
erdinary seaman and E. L. Purcell, landsmar, were killed 
instantly by flying fragments of tne gun, which smashed 
through the forecastle deck above them; W. F. Keile, 
seaman, was terribly injured by flying steel debris from 
the forecastle deck above him, and died within a short 
time while under medical care. 

I. O, Trousdell, landsman, had a compound fracture 
of the arm and contusions; F. Farrucker, gunner’s mate. 
3d class, received severe contusions about the face an‘ 
head ; Paul Gocht, quartermaster. Ist class, and G. Roth- 
stein, coppersmith, were slightly cut and bruised. 

Structural damages to the ship were as follows: Star- 
board forward deck, which was completely wrecked, 





blown about the forecastle, and had its steam pipes car- 
ried away, adding to the confused condition on that deck 
by the esca steam. ‘ 

The forecastle deck was smashed through by 
ments in large rents between frames Nos. 24 
starboard side, and between frames Nos. 26 and 28, with 
the intermediate beam No. 27 smashed through ani 
sheared off, detaching a section about six feet long, which 
no doubt struck Keile when it fell. Un the forecastle 

k several other small punctures were made in the 
same = but the general conditions were the same 
as in other fractures. 

The large fragment which made the rent in forecastle 
deck between frames Nos. and 28 landed on water- 
tight hateh (over sick bay) on main deck under frame 
No. 30 killing Purcell and knocking off the hatch cover, 
which was bent and thrown aft about six feet. 

One of the fragments which came through forecastle 
deck at frames Nos. 24 and 25 struck Berry, killing him 
instantly. 

On the main deck where these men were killed the 
wreckage of the mess table, benches, lockers, rifle racks, 
and interior fittings were terrific; while the whole deck 
was littered ‘with splinters from the aeck above. 

The main deck was smashed through under frames °4 
and 25, the same large fragment continuing downward 
to the berth deck into the water tank compartment, but 
rebounded into compartment A-104, instead of going 
through below. 

The board found the following fragments of the burst 
gun: 

On forecastle—One large fragment of tube; one large 
fragment of first hoop; one small fragment of first hoop. 

On main deck—One large fragment of gun tube; two 
small fragments of gun tube. 

On berth deck, compartment A-104—One large frag- 
ment of gtin tube; five small fragments of gun tube. 

Compartment A-108 One small fragment of gun tube 
which glanced through from A-104. 

The board finds no immediately assignable cause for 
the explosion of this gun (No. 9). At least one witness 
of the bursting of the gun, Ensign Taussig, who was 
Boat Umpire, states that he saw the shell fall short of 
the target. No shell fragments whatever were identified 
on board among those found. This makes the probabili- 
ty 4 the shell having burst in the gun seem extremely 
small. 

No serious defects are known to have existed in the 
gun previous to this date, though some small riflings 
scores have been noted from time to time, presumably 
caused by firing 1-pounder shells for sub-caliber in it, an¢ 
by the bursting of these shells within the 12 inch bore. 
These scores were near the muzzle in the part now gone 

From the examinations possible with the facilities on 
shipboard it does not appear that any of the small defects 
noted could have been a sufficient cause to start the weak- 
ness developed in the bursting of the gun to-day. 

The board is of the opinion that a critical mechanica! 
and chemical test under the direction of an expert board 
will be required to establish even the condition of the 
metal of the burst gun, while the same board will also 
be able to form an opinion as to the reason for the ac- 

cident.

The illustration which follows will give an idea of the 


damage done to the gun of the Iow:. 
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It is difficult to overestimate the value to the Navy of 
the recent target practice held by the North Atlantic 
fleet at Pensacola, Fla., and that had in Manila Bay in 
January last by the Kentucky, New Orleans, Helena ani 
Vicksburg. This practice has not only greatly increase 
the efficiency of our naval gunners, but it has reveale:! 
some deficiencies in the guns themselves which will be 
remedied now that they are made clear. In the few days 
practice in Manila Bay the efficiency with the 6-pounder 
battery increased from 2.12 hits per gun per minute te 
= per gun. With the 5-inch battery the increase was 
from 1.33 to 2.44. There was a corresponding improve 
ment in the service of the gun and a decrease in the tim* 
taken for sighting. The sub-caliber practice was much 
more popular with the men than the dotter system, which 
is wearisome. he men like to actually fire the gums and 
to see the hits on the target. The average made in target 
practice of the British China fleet for 1902 was 0.38 hits 
per gun per minute with the 12-inch gun, and 0.7 for the 
Ocean, the best ship. With the 9.2-inch guns the aver 
age rate of hitting for the fleet was 0.62. The targets 
were 15 feet high and had an area of 525 square feet. 
The ranges were 1,400-2,000 yards; speed 8 knots. The 
targets for the 4-inch, 4.7 and 6-inch guns were 15 feet 
high, 300 square feet, the range 1,400-1,600 yards and the 
speed 12 knots. In the practice with these guns under 
these conditions the results were as follows:

GALL ANT CONDUCT OF THE DOLPHIN MEN. 


Lieut. Commander George M. Stoney, U.S.N., com- 
nanding the U.8.8. Dolphin, in a communication to the 
secretary of the Navy dated at sea April 11, 1903, calls 
attention to the worthy conduct of the crew of the Dol-

The entire 
crew responded led by Chief Boatswain’s Mate Rah- 
bus The gig, then at the boom, was at once manned, 
and in company with the steam launcu, which was also 
at t boom, went to the rescue, returning with five 
men, one of whom was apparently dead, but was re- 
yived by Passed Assistant Surgeon C. D. Langhorne 
after more than half an hour’s work. Surgeon Lang- 
horne showed great professional skill in resusciating the 
apparently drowned man. 

“Te violence of the squall can be better understood 
from the fact that a number of other boats were cap- 
size. in the harbor. The velocity of the wind was re- 
pert: l at 60 miles an hour. 

“Clief Boatswain’s Mate Rahbusch was the first man 
to respond to the call for volunteers. He was the first 
man in the gig and took charge, managing the gig in a 
most seamanlike manner. 

“Scaman Cartin was one of the gig’s crew. The man 
in (he bow grabbed at the sinking man but missed him. 
Cariin immediately dove after him, brought him to the

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S.S. Baltimore will be placed in commission as 
soon as the new battery assigned to the ship has been in 
stalled and tested. Several of her officers have received 
preparatory orders to the ship, among them being Lieut. 
Comdr. George 8. Willits, U.S.N., who will be in charge 
of the engineering department of the Baltimore. Comdr. 
J. B. Briggs, U.S.N., will be in command and Lieut. 
Comdr. H. G. Gearing, U.S.N., will be the executive offli- 
cer. It is understood that the Baltimore will be at- 
tached to the European Squadron after a few months of 
service on the home station. 

Five hundred bluejackets and marines on April 10 
attended the funerals at the navy yard, Pensacola, Fla., 
of the three men killed on the Iowa on April 9. Ad- 
miral Higginson and his staff were also present. The 
wounded are reported as doing nicely and all are out of 
danger. 

Items from the navy yard at Puget Sound, Wesblagten, 
of April 4 are: The dock is being preparea for the U.S.8. 
Wisconsin and she will enter about 2 o’clock on April 8, 
and occupy the dock about eight days. Her bottom will be 
cleaned and painted and the sea connections overhauled.

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NAVAI? COAST DEFENSE BATTERY. 

Mr. Anson Phelps Stokes, of New York, has patente! 
curious floating naval battery for purposes of coast de- 
fense of which he says: “My battery I make substantially 
spherical or globular in shape, for the reason that this 
forin gives greater strength and safety, and greater capaci- 
ty for the same weight of construction. Considerable 
Weicht is saved in construction, and from this, and espe- 
cially by allowing the guns to extend across most of the 
vessel much heavier guns can be carried. Considerable 
‘onomy in the cost of construction results from the sphe- 
ical shape of the battery for the reason that a large num- 
ber of the parts are mere duplicates of one another and 
or other reasons obvious to a naval constructor. Another 
tem of economy results from the fact that no gun carriage 
is used to hold the large guns. These carriages must nec- 
‘ssirily be very expensive and their omission not only 
saves a considerable expense, but produces a safer and 
' secure mount for the heaviest guns. The heavy 
rior covering for doors, windows, portholes, etc., can be 
more easily supported and more safely moved on the upper 
part of a spherical surface than on the vertical sides of 
in ordinary ship. The spherical form of most of the ves- 
|, combined with the bulging bottom and its conical 
openings and the placing of the center of gravity of the 
sun: at or near that of the vessel, gives an additional 
stability which is not found in vessels of the ordinary 
type.’ The vessel designed by Mr. Stokes has five decks 
connected by spiral stairways. Provision is made for twu 
large guns. he battery is equipped with a rudder and

of torpedo tubes. Parts of the upper deck have armor 
coverings or roofs that slide in groves in the top of the 
circular armor sides.

THE ENGINERPR REPLACING THE SAILOR. 

A circular has been issued by the Admiralty in re- 
gard to the proposed reforms and changes in the British 
navy, the most prominent feature of which, the London 
Engineer believes, “is the uncompromising way in which 
it dismisses the sailor, and replaces him with the engi- 
neer. The whole theory of the sailing ship has disap- 
peared. In its place is the assumption that a ship of 
war is neither less nor more than a vast complicated ma- 
chine, the control and management of which must be en- 
trusted to engineers and mechanicians. This is precisely 
the view that we have long advocated,” says the Engi- 
neer, “as that which is consistent with facts. 

“The next departure---the creation of the rank of chief 
artificer engineer---is essentially, in the first place, a rec- 
ognition of the absolutely mechanical character of the 
modern man of war, which is naturally accompanied 
by a recognition of the importance of the engineer, using 
the word in its broad sense. We do not think it is too 
much to say that never before has the position of the 
eugineer in the British navy been fully recognized. 
Hitherto he has always been looked upon as holding 
an inferior position. In theory this was not so; in prac- 
tice it was. The engineer department was always sub- 
ordinate to the executive. The Admiralty intend that it 
shall be no longer so. There is to be a general leveling 
up. The naval engineer in the future will be placed on 
a new footing. The great all-pervading fact is that the 
Board of Admiralty have frankly accepted the new po- 
sition. They no longer carry on the make-believe about 
ships and sailors; they admit that the ‘ship’ has disap- 
peared, and that instead we have a huge floating steel 
box filled to repletion with most complicated machinery. 
The Admiralty scheme has been and will be severely 
criticised. For ourselves, we heartily congratulate Lord 
Selbourne and his fellow lords on their outspoken recog- 
nition of facts which have too long been thrust into the 
background.”

The difficulties encountered by a State which, upon a 
small effective or establishment, has to provide for ex- 
pansion upon a large war footing is exemplified in the 
present condition of affairs in Spain, the Army and Navy 
Gazette says: “For financial reasons it has ded 
to maintain a peace effective of 80,000 men, which would 
leave merely skeleton formations unless the formations 
were reduced in number. In that case, however, .it would 
be difficult or impossible to provide for the mobilization of 
the reserves. In solving this difficulty it has been - 
ed not to interfere with the existing organization, 
many units will exist henceforth with cadres only. ‘The 
fifty-six infantry regiments have transferred all their men 
to the first battalions, while the second remain merely 
with their officers and staff, whose function it is to train 
the recruits and prepare them for the active battalions. 
A similar system has been introduced for the cavalry, in 
which the regiments will henceforth have but three active 
squadrons, the fourth being a cadre charged with the 
training of recruits, for whom the active squad will 
provide horses. The four regiments of divisional cavalry 
are exempted from this arrangement. An analogous sys- 
tem has been adopted for the artillery. 











A writer in Le Yacht, M. Kugene Gras, commenting 


upon the changes in the regulations for the entry of 
I’'rench naval officers, which he considers have a ten- 
ency towards an ultimate amalgamation of executives 
and engineers, says: “With regard to this fusion, we 
have some doubt as whether it is desired by the en- 
gineer officers, most of whom prefer to retain their 
autonomy. Let us glance at what is passing around 
us. The Americans regret that they have made such an 
amalgamation of the two corps. The Bnglish fancy 
they have found a solution of the recruiting difficulty 
by founding a single training establishment, but they 
retain the principle of two separate corps, who will 
specialize on leaving the Training College--even in 
France the merchant Navy seems not to have recog- 
nized the necessity for so sweeping a change, for we 
have not yet seen the engineers of these steamers de- 
manding the rank of captain, or including in their 


claims the right to the command of the ship. The Ad- 
miralty might well wait till the merchant navy indicates 
by its action the right time to take this new departure.”

STATE TROOPS. 


Matters of interest to State troops will be found else- 
where in this issue. 

Members of the National Guard of New York, who have 
won the title of ‘‘Distinguished Expert,” in rifle shooting, 
and have received a silver bar from the State, will not 
have to turn it in each year as it was generally sup- 
posed they would have to do. The bar is the personal 
property of the man winning it. The regulations, how- 
ever, will not allow a man to wear the bar a second sea- 
son unless he qualifies ain. Thug a distinguished ex- 
pert who made his qualification in 1902, wears the bar 
for 1903, but unless he qualifies again during the latter 
year, he cannot wear it in 1904. The bar is similar to the 
one issued to experts in the Army. 

Adjutant General Scurry, of Texas, has notified the 
War Department that he prefers that inspections by 
army officers begin not earlier than April 20. There are 
forty-seven towns to visit and sixty-two company, troop 
and battery organizations to inspect. 

Adjutant General Burton, of Utah, announces to all or- 
ganizations that the inspection by the War Department 
will be made very shortly. Notice has been received 
from the Department of the Colorado that an officer will 
be detailed for this purpose, and officers and men are 
urged to make every effort to make the best showing pos- 
sible. 

The 54th Infantry lowa Nationai Guard, Col. Harry H.

The captain-elect of each military organization of the 
Texas Volunteer Guard that has applied for recognition 
and has secured consent to complete its organization will 
be required to forward to the Adjutant General, after 
complying with all requirements, the following, before 
charter will be issued and the organization armed, uni- 
formed and equipped. Bond for $2,000 for infantry (cav- 
alry $3,000, for artillery amount to depend on character uf 
arms) covering the issue of arms, uniforms and equip- 
ments, to be filled out, signed and acknowledged by the 
eaptain and two responsible citizens as sureties and then 
to be approved by the County Judge. - 

Adjutant General Stewart, of Pennsylvania, has issued 
orders to the National Guard of his State relative to pre- 
paring for an inspection by officers of the Army in ac- 
cordance with G. O. 49, H.Q.A.8.G.O. 

The Second Battalion Naval Militia of New York will 
play their first game with the Kimball B.B.C., at Gov- 
ernor’s Island, N.Y. Games are being arranged with mi- 
litia teams of New York and adjacent States. Trans- 
portation will be furnished free, as the games will be 
played while the Battalion is on their Saturday afternoon 
and Sunday practice cruises in their 140-foot steam yacht 
Aileen. 

Regulations for rifle practice for the New Hampshire 
National Guard have been issued by Adjutant General 
Ayling, which comply practically with those prescribed 
by the War Department. 

The officers of the 3d Infantry Penn. National Guard 
have decided to hold the anniversary parade of the regi- 
ment on May 9 in full-dress uniform, accompanied by a 
band of one hundred pieces, in celebration of their entry 
into the United States service in the war with Spain. 

An appropriation for sending a rifle team to Sea Girt, 
N.J., next fall, has been passed by the Massachusetts 
legislature. 

The National Lancers of Boston, Mass., has issued in- 
vitations for the annual military party to take zy on 
the evening of Wednesday, April 22. The troop has had 
its armory practically rebuilt, and now that it is ready 
it has determined that its friends shall be welcomed to 
its home, and that the annual military ball shall be car- 
ried out, although the season is late.

Adjutant General Byers, of lowa, announces changes 
in the uniforms for officers of the National Guard of that 
State so as to correspond to that of the Army. Officers 
have until Jan. 1, 194, to provide themselves with the new 
uniform. In referring to the rifle practice of the Guard 
during the past season, General Byers says that owing 
to the ranges being on low ground the wnusual rainfalj 
during the past season has greatly interfered with rifie 
practice. Twelve hundred and seventy-five, or over 50 per 
cent. of the entire force of the State, fired at 200 yards, 
a faliing off of 274 from last year, while 705 men compiet- 
ed the State course, which is an increase of 9% over last 
year. The 56th Regiment, which nas stood first in smal 
arms practice for several years, dropped back to second 
place this season. The 53a Regiment advanced to first 
ay due to the energy and untiring efforts of Capt. J. 

- Cushing. The 53d is the only regiment of which every 
company sent in a report of small arms practice. The 
five companies having the highest proficiency are A, 53d, 
Captain Thrift, 108.5; I, 54th, Captain Howell, 92.9; M, 
55th, Captain Logan, 84; M, 54th, Captain Lucas, 78.4; and 
A, 56th, Lieutenant Heloig, 63.8. The proficiency of a 
company, as shown in this report, was found by diviuing 
the sum of the aggregate scores of its members by its 
total strength. 

Senator Chauncey M. Depew reviewed the*7th Regi- 
ment of New York at its armory on the evening of 
March 22, and the event proved to be one of the most 
memorable ones in the history of the regiment, bringing 
to light as it did some official war secrets, which have 
been kept under cover to the detriment of the regiment 
for four years.

Colles, and Lieuts. W. B. Miles, for twenty years; Lieuts. 
J. A. Barnard, L. W. Stotesbury, J. C. de Mille, B. 
Houston, and O. W. Uhl, for ten years. Senator Depew 
presented the decorations in person. A drill in the evo- 
lutions of the regiment, the commands being given wy the 
bugle, followed and concluded the military portion of the 
program. it suffices to say that the display throughout was 
such as can be seen in no other armory and ranks with 
the best it has given, and shows, as Colonel Depew puts 


it, “what the unremitting rehearsals of the regiment 
since 1804 have accomplished.’’ Among the guests present

were Major Gen. W. 8S. Worth and Col. J. W. 
U.S.A., Gens. Louis Fitzgerald, J. Edward Simmons, 
Cornelius N. Bliss, R. H. Halsted, A. P. Montant, Adrian

The military spectacle entitled ‘““The Siege of Pekin” 
will be given by tne 47th N.Y. on Tuesday evening, April 
21, at the armory. Across the entire width of the new 
drill hall will be erected the famous Chinese wall, with 
the well-guarded center gate. The action will start in 
the old drill hall, in order that the audience will get the 
full benefit of the exciting scenes. One battalion of the 
pt mone will be costumed and equipped as Chinamen, 
officers and men, while the remainder of the regiment 
will be equipped and costumed as the allied forees and 
will include the 2d Naval Battalion with its field pieces 
and whose members will represent the bluejackets at 
the famous siege. Colonel Eddy will be in command of 
the allied forces. During the engagement blank ammu- 
nition will be used and the regiment hospital corps will 
also give a practical illustration of giving aid to the 
wounded on the field. This scene and its attending in- 
cidents will be concluded with the spectacular bambard- 
ment of the wall, and finally the storming and scaling 
of it by the allied forces.

Next several com- 
panies who had won trophies were ordered to the front 
and center, and Colonel Bartlett congraulated each on 
their good work. Company A, Captain Murphy, received 
a trophy won in athletics; Company K, Captain Barber, 
a trophy for excelling in first aid to the injured; Com- 
pany G, Captain Dayton, and Company H, Captain Dyett, 
trophies for armory rifle shooting. Colonel Bartlett a/so 
presented the regiment with a bronze figure, offered for 
athletic competition by former Private O’Brien, of Com- 
pany A, Evening parade in line followea. In this the 
dressing was slow, and the manual was ragged. Danc- 
ing followed. Among the many guests present were 
Maior General Worth, U.S.A., Col. J. W. Powell, U.S.A. 
Colonel Appleton, General Butt, Colonels Thurston and 
Austen, and Major Devlin, all of the N.G.N.Y.; also 
former Colonels Leonard and Camp.

O. L.—Apply to Bailey, Banks and Biddle, Philadelphia, 
Pa., as to the badges you mention. 


GUARDSMEN.—An enlistment in the Army does not 
rate as a discharge from the organized militia or Na- 
onal Guard, and a member of the National Guard in 
his State who enlists in the Regular Army repudiates 
his engagement in said State troops, and by so doing 
becomes and remains liable to such penalties as may 
be authorized by the laws of the State in whose military 
service he has been enlisted. Men who present them- 
selves for enlistment in the Army will be interrogated as 
to service in the National Guard, and in the event that 
they have served in such State troops they will be re- 
quired to present satisfactory evidence that they have 
been honorably discharged therefrom, or if unable to do 
so, enlistment will be refused.

J. A. C.—The official reports of the Commanding Gen- 
eral of the U.S. Army for the years 1898 and 1899 would 
give you the data you desire. The report of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for those years you would also need. 
You may be able to get them from Washington. 


H. S. M.—You can find a list of the troops in Cuba 
in the Army and Navy Journal almost every week in the 
Army Table of Stations. All the garrisoned posts in the 
United States are also in the table in question. 


S. H. B.—There are no rosters of enlisted men of the 
Army published for general distribution. If you want 
the name and address of any officer we can get it for 
you, or we can help you locate any enlisted man in the 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps. 


J. B. B.—You can have your name corrected on the 
muster roll by applying through the proper channels 
without trouble if you have a good record. 


P. Cc. L.—If an officer of the Army asks an enlisted 
man what his name is it is sufficient for a man to an- 
swer ‘“‘William Jackson” and not “Private William Jack- 
son.’ If his grade is desired he will be asked to give it.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The British torpedo-boat destroyer Itchen was launched 
on March 17 at Birkenhead. is vessel is the second 
£ the new type of destroyer, of which Messrs. Laird 
Brothers are building four for the British Admiralty; and 
he twenty-eighth destroyer which the firm have built 
during recent years. The new destroyers are heavier 
than the earlier vessels of the type, are fitted with full 
yrecastles to ensure good seagoing qualities, and are 
o have a speed of 25 1-2 knots in seagoing condition. 

Promotion to the Generals’ List has been at a stand- 
still in the British Indian army since October, 1900, 
owing to the decision by the War Office in 1900 to dis- 
ontinue promotion on the British establishment, except 
in cases where officers held appointments which carried 
the rank of major general, ete. The War Office and 
India Office have been discussing the matter, and it has 
heen decided that some half-dozen officers who hold quali- 
fying appointments shall be confirmed in the rank of 
major general. “It is putting an army to a very severe 
test to stop all promotion in the senior ranks for two 
years and a half,” the Army and Navy Gazette says, 
“and it speaks well for the officers of the Indian service 
venerally that they have submitted so patiently to a most 


trying ordeal, for scarcely a complaint has been heard on 
the subject.” 

It is announced from Berlin that the German Navy 
has decided to experiment with steam turbine engines, 
and that orders have been issued to eqiip one torpedo- 
boat with turbine engines of 5,000 horse-power, and a 
small cruiser with engines of 10,000 horse-power. 

The new British battleship Montagu had a very satis- 
factory series of gun trials in the Channel off Pl uth, 
the United Service Gazette says, and adds: “Two of 
her 50-ton wire-wound guns in a barbette aft were fired 
together, with full charges of cordite, but no damage 
was done to the ship.” This is a rather novel negative 
method of estimating success. 


Several non-commissioned officers who have deserted 
from the English army, and taken regimental money with 
them to the United States, are, the United Service Ga- 
zette says, to be extradited, with a view to their trial 
by court-martial. The expenses of such prosecutions 
will be heavy, but the War Office, in conjunction with 
the Treasury officials, have fully made up their minds 
to make an example of the offenders. 


Giving evidence before the British War Commission 
the Marquis of Lansdowne said that the military advis- 
ers of the Government in their forecasts greatly under- 
valued the fighting qualities and staying power of the 
Boers. Sir Reavers Buller was sent out with no written 
instructions as to a plan of campaign, but no informa- 
tion was withheld from him which it was desirable that 
he should know. The Government did not in any way 
interfere with the disposition of the troops in South 
Africa. 


Lord Selborne, of the British Admiralty, in a recent 
speech, expressed the hope that increase in the size of 
naval vessels would soon come to a stop. With further 
increase, he said, they would not only have to build more 
harbors and do more dredging, but ships of the King 
Edward class passed a value of £1,250,000, without 
their guns. He felt assured that there was a great fu- 
ture for the naval architect who could show how to 
achieve results equal to those now being achieved with a 
greater economy of weight. 


According to the Kronstadtski Viestnik, the Russian 
Society of Naval Engineers at Kronstadt has had under 
consideration again the question as to which were the 
most suitable boilers to put into the Russian warships 
which are building and which will be ready for their 
boilers this year. At a previous meeting it was decided 
that water-tube boilers were the most suitable, and on 
this occasion the Belleville boilers were chosen as the 
best of their kind. Only five members voted in favor 
of the Niclausse boilers, but not one of the five had ever 
been to sea in vessels fitted with them.

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We quoted recently an incident of life 
in our Navy in the early ’Forties from 
the reminiscences of Oaptain Parker. 
{nother amusing incident of naval life of 
the period is given in “Reminiscences of 
the Old Navy,” by E. S. Maclay. It oc- 
curred during a visit of the U.S.S. Preble 
to Port Mahon in 1842, when that town, 
later seldom visited, was in its glory. At 
the end of every season it was the custom 
for our Officers to give a fancy dress ball, 
all the prominent persons of the town at- 
tending. At this particular ball one of the 
nidshipmen impersonated the “Old Boot 
f Chatham Street, New York.” In those 
jays, before Paddy Diver had the name of 
he venerable street changed to Park Row. 
of the most conspicuous monuments 
the thoroughfare was an enormous 
oden boot, some six feet high, which 
od on the sidewalk. It belonged to an 
nterprising shoemaker, and his shop be- 
ame well known among naval officers as 
“Old Boot.” The midshipman in ques- 
n had ingeniously contrived a toler- 
ly fair imitation of this boot out of 
rrel-hoops and canvas. Getting into it, 
managed to hold it up by means of 
aps, the sole resting on rollers, while a 
uple of slight holes, cut near the top of 
e leg, enabled him to navigate the ball- 
om and steer clear of posts and wall- 
wers. He did not dance in costume, al- 
ough he made brave efforts to induce 
some fair woman to accept him—the ex- 
cuse being that his foot was too large. 
he most remarkable thing about this 
widshipman, however, and the topic that 
vas most widely discussed, was the fact 
that he refused to allow his identity to be- 
me known. This became simply mar- 
llous when refreshments were served.

His 
hands were engaged in holding up the 
straps, so be endeavored to tear the sau- 
sauges out with his teeth.

The United States Naval Observatory 
had its origin as an outgrowth of the 
South Sea Exploration Expedition in the 
“Depot of Charts and Instruments,” 
created for astronomical observation in 


connection with the expedition during the 
time of its organization. Lieut. J. M. 
Gillis was placed in charge of the ‘‘De- 
pot,” and later Lieut. Matthew F. Maury. 
John Quincy Adams obtained from Con- 
gress an appropriation for an astronom- 
ical observatory, with suitable instru- 
ments, which was still styled the “De- 
pot of Charts and Instruments,” as Con- 
gress at that time did not seem disposed 
to create new institutions. Lieutenant 
Gillis had charge of the new buildings for 
the observatory, on University Square in 
Washington, and in September, 1844, 
when they were completed, the instru- 
ments were mounted in their places and 
turned over to Lieutenant Maury. B. F. 
Sands, later Rear Admiral, who gives 
this account of the origin of the Naval 
Observatory in his book, “From Reefer 
to Rear Admiral,” had charge of the trans- 
fer of the chronometers, instruments and 
charts, to the new buildings, in the tem- 
porary absence of Lieutenant Maury.
